Money for the State 
Printing Oilice, 


Both of Dibble’s Bills Passed 
the Assembly. 


Republicans See That Printers 
Get Their Wages. 


An Agreement Reached As to the 
Printing Office Investigation— 
Ex-Sergeant-at-arms Parkinson 
Goes for Duckworth. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.) 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 17. — [Special 
Dispatch.] The Republicans lined up 
today and passed Dibble’s two bills for 
the benefit of the printing office, appro- 
priating $40,000 and $35,000, respectively. 
They also passed the conourrent resolu- 
tion appointing a joint committee of 
three Senators and three Assemblymen 
to investigate the affairs of the estab- 
lishment, substituting Caminetti for 
McLauren as one of the minority mem- 
bers. The Democrats were defeated at 
every turn, and though Caminetti and 
Shanahan fought each step of the pro- 
ceedings over the first bill, they were 
out-voted by nearly a strict party vote. 
The minority gave notice of reconsid- 
ering, but the bills will undoubtedly 
pass again tomorroy and will meet 
little opposition in the Senate. The out- 
come of the fight is still problematical, 
for the Governor yet remains to be 
reckoned with, and it is believed Cam- 
inetti voiced Budd’s objections to the 
bills today. 

When the hour,for the special order 
arrived, Dibble moved to make his bills 
a case of urgency, and the motion was 
adopted. Shanahan wanted to substi- 
tute the minority bill for Dibble’s $40,000 
bill, saying the latter’s idea, however 
it might be disguised, was to validate 
whatever wrong-doing might have oc- 
curred in the printing office up to dates 

Dibbie denied this and said the bill 
proposed relief for a deficiency created 
under extinct laws. It was not pro- 
posed to appropriate a dollar in de- 
fiance of the lawW,’and the bills were 
the only way in which the exigencies of 
the hour could be met. If the member 
from Shasta and his associates wanted 
to refuse to pay the employés of the 
printing office let them insist on the 
amendment of Shanahan. 

This warning awoke some of the slug- 
gish members to the realization of the 
situation, and the crowd in the galleries 
and the lobby looked on in breathless 


‘| suspense. 


Cutter offered a substitute resolution, 
making Dibble’s two bills and Shana- 
han’s bill a case of urgency. The San 
Francisco member accepted this and 
it was put in effect, urgency being 
granted by a vote of 70 to 0, showing 
that the temper of the House was 
against any further postponement of, 
discussion. 

The three bills were read and con- 


curred in by the committee of the 
whole. 

Shanahan offered an amendment to 
the $40,000 bill, providing for amounts 
over Legislative printing, printing for 
State officers and to meet the. pay- 
ment of any deficicncy in the expenses 
of the printing office for the forty- 
eighth fiscal year, the whole to be 
under the approval of the State Board 
of Examiners. 

Dibble contended that the amendment 
was useless, as his bill covered all the 
suggestions. 

Caminetti here opened fire on the ma- 
jority, claiming that the State had 
saved millions of dollars by section 5 
of the General Appropriation Act, re- 
quiring all appropriations to be passed 
upon by the examiners, and this was the 
first time that an effort had been made 
to let down the bars put up years ago. 

““But you can stay here until dooms- 
day, you can adjourn sine die tomor- 
row morning,” he said, “but we will 
not budge from our stand upon the Con- 
stitution, knowing the people will be 
with us.” 

He paused here in his harangue, but 
there was no applause. He then took 
another tack and appealed to the Re- 
publicans to hesitate, saying the Demo- 
crats would meet them half-way on 
any just measure. , 

After some further debate, the com- 
mittee of the whole rose and reported 
favorably Dibble’s bills, but frowned 
upon ‘the Shasta sycamore’s lone bill. 

After recess, the report of the com- 
mittee of the whole was adopted. Shan- 
ahan then moved that his amendment 
to Dibble’s bill be considered. Dibble 
made a strong speech, saying theamend- 
ment was unconstitutional as it con- 
tained three separate items. The pro- 
position was an absurdity. Shanahan 
retorted at some length to the effect 
that “unconstitutionality’’ was the ref- 
uge of a beaten man. Leavitt cleverly 
turned this point against Caminetti. 

Toland, during the discussion, asked 
if there was no politics in this ques- 
tion, what was the reason for the ma- 
jority’s continual appeal to labor, and 
the effort on the part of the minority 
to refuse wages to the employés of 
the printing office. 

On roll call Shanahan’s amendment 
was lost by 32 yeas to 40 nays. 

Caminetti offered an amendment- to 
make the appropriation available only 
under the direction of the Board of Ex- 
aminers and when Dibble remarked 


‘that the effect would be to turn every 


printer out without a dollar the ex- 
Congressman said if so it would be the 
fault of the two Republican members 
of that board. Caminetti’s amendment 
was defeated by a vote.of 32 to 40. 
Rrideford tnied ta the appro- 


priation to legislative printing and 
work already done for State officers, 
but he was downed by a viva voce 
vote. 

The roll was called and Dibbles $40,- 
000 bill was carried by a vote of 45 to 28. 
Bower of San Francisco (Dem.) and 
Landsboroygh (fusionist) won applause 
from the majority and the lobby by 
voting for it, as they explained, be- 
cause it was time to settle the question. 
The men and women of the printing 
office had had no Wages for two weeks. 
Caminetti gave notice of reconsidera- 
tion. 

The minority was exhausted by its 
efforts and made no fight on the $35,000 
bill, covering the rest of the session. 
The bill passed by a vote of 43 to 29, 
Caminetti again giving notice of recon- 
sideration. 

Dibble startled the minority momen- 
tarily by moving an indefinite post- 
ponement of Shanahan’'s bili, and, de- 
spite the efforts to rally, it was so or- 
dered, by a vote of 438 to 29. 

North’s resolution for an investiga- 
tion was next adopted. Besides substi- 
tuting Caminetti for McLauren it pro- 
vided for the appointment of two 
printing experts and,two accountants, 
one each from the majority and mi- 
nority. 

Mead offered a mincrity substitute, 
signed by himself, McGrath and To- 
land, reciting at length the need of an 
investigation into the records of the 
office, and empowering the Board of 
Examiners to conduct the same. The 
substitute was lost by 29 yeas to 41 
nays, and the original resolution was 
adopted by a viva voce vote adhd imme- 
diately sent to the Senate. 

So much hostility Was shown to the 
Classification of the agricultural dis- 
tricts and appropriations therefor con- 
tained in the bill of the Agricultural 
Committee, that it was recommitted 
for further’ consideration. 

Belshaw’s Attaché Bill, as amended 
by the Senate, passed the House, and 
now goes to the Governor. 


RASCAL AND LIAR, 


Ex-Sergeant-at-Arms Parkinson De- 
nounces Duckworth. 
[DY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. _17.—[{Special 
Dispatch.) An alleged letter from ex- 
Sergeant-at-arms Parkinson has been 
published, in which he denounces Clerk 
Duckworth, and denies that he ever 
demanded that twenty or more names 
of attachés should be placed on the 
temporary roll of the Assembly. 
Parkinson, according to the letter, says 
he was requested by Duckworth to fur- 
nish a list of ten or eleven names, 
which he did. The clerk went over the 
list with him and the number was re- 
duced to eight. Parkinson says he did 
not wish to volunteer to testify, but 
would have been willing had he been 
subpoenaed. 

According to a published interview, 
in which he calls Duckworth a rascal 
and liar, Parkinson admits having 
written the letter and reiterates the 
statements contained in it. The Times 
correspondent has seen*the original let- 
ter, which is dated “at¢Sen Francisco, 
and is addressed to Capt. Jay Cum- 
mings of this city. The letter is un- 
mistakably in a woman's handwriting. 

Duckworth said tonight that he had 
received a telegram from Parkinson say- 
ing the information on which the 1lét- 
ter was based was. erroneous. The 
chief clerk could or would not explain 
how there could be any misinforma- 
tion as to the statement.«that Parkin- 
son himself had gone over the list with 
Duckworth, but said the letter was 
not worth publishing. He said he un- 
derstood that threats had been made 
to dig up his past record, and sar- 
castically remarked that there might 
be other people with records to dig up. 

Chairman Breiling of the Temporary 
Mileage Committee, was somewhat dis- 
turbed by the publication, and in- 
quired of the correspondent if it was 
likely the Duckworth Case would be 
recpened because of it. He said his 
committee was to blame for not in- 
quiring more carefully into the allow- 
ances which it made, but Parkinson 
was not blameless, as he had appeared 
before the committee to ask that mile- 
age be given Hocking of San Ber- 
fardino, the man who drew down a 
large sum. 

Assemblyman Boone admitted to the 
correspondent that there were many 
things which the investigating commit- 
tee, of which he was a member, had 
not cleared up, but said he did not 
think Parkinson's alleged disclosure 
would have the effect of causing a 
new investigation to be made. 


OMAHA EXHIBIT. 


Ways and Means Committee Reports 
the Bill Favorably.

CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE. 
THIRTY-SECOND SESSION, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

SACRAMENTO®, Feb. 17.—SENATE — 
In the Senate this morning Dwyer was 
granted permission to reconsider the 
bill to regulate the erection of build- 
ings by the authorities of cities and 
counties. 

Hall's bill amending the code regulat- 
ing the hours of employés ith bakeries 
was killed. The Judiciary Committee 
reported the bill unconstitutional. 

The following bills were passed: By 
Henderson, to provide bond protection 
for laborers on public work; by Hollo- 
way, authorizing certain corporations 
to loan and invest money; by Aram, 
providing that persons in certain rela- 
tions| to parties are prohibited from 
testifying; by Holloway, regulating the 
width of tires. 

At the evening session all the bills 
on the Senate special file on first read- 
ing were read a second time, with the 
exception of that of Withington, 
amending the code fixing the fees of 
notaries public, which was killed. No- 
tice of reconsideration was given. 

After recess a report was received 
from the Committee on Attaehés and 
Employés, naming Albert Searle as

CONVALESCING 


Maj. McKinley Able to 
Be Up Again. 


But Politicians are Still Kept 
at a Distance. 


No More Receptions Before the 
Inauguration. 


The President-elect Mast Be Left 
to Think Oat Problems of Gov- 
ernment—Hanna’s Chances for 
the Senatorship Improving. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

CANTON (0O.,) Feb. 17.—[Special 
Diispatch.] Maj. McKinley is con- 
valescent and giving heed to the ad- 
vice of his physicians. He and Mrs. 
McKinley went out for a drive of half 
an hour in the warmest and brightest 
part of the day. The weather has 
been mild and the sunshine brilliant 
for several days. Maj. McKinley needs 
nothing more than a few days of ab- 
solute rest to complete his cure. His 
throat is still somewhat irritated, and 
it gives him some pain to talk, but 
he feels that he is getting beter, and 
that he will be restored to his usual 
robust health within less than a week. 
His physician enjoins absolute quiet 
and permits no one to see him. 

There were perhaps a score of callers 
at the house this morning, but they 
were all met with the statement that 
the President-elect could not be seen. 
He wants not only to recover his health, 
but he wants some days of compara- 
tive seclusion and rest before he sets 
out for Wshington to assume the bur- 
den of official life there. 

It is safe to say that the time for 
seeing the President-elect before he 
goes to Washington has passed. He 
will not be able to see people in the 
way that he has before. He will see 
no cdllers this week, and next week 
only *those visitors for whom he sends. 
He has given his time and strength 
freely to the public since his election. 
He has been accessible at all times. 
The people have been here in large 
numbers to talk with him. It is esti- 
mated that Maj. McKinley has met 
and talked with 8000 people since the 
election. Some of them have taken a 
great deal of his time, but he greeted 
them all cordially, and his superb pa- 
tience never failed. His friends feel 
that he has done his duty by the peo- 
ple, and that his own interest. and 
those of the country demand that he 
should have a period for rest and re- 
flection before he leaves Canton for 
Washington. 

Maj. McKimley has a great deal to 
think about besides the distribution of 
offices. The prosperity of the country 
and the steps to be taken to hasten the 
return of that prosperity, give him 
more concern than any question of a 
mere partisan nature could. 

Mrs. McKinley has been far from 
well, but she, too, is improving daily, 
and there is reason to think she will 
be in a very comfortable state of health 
before March 1, the time set for leaving 
Canton. 

Mr. Hanna spent the morning at the 
McKinley residence. He came down to 
see for himself what the condition of 
Maj. McKinleys’ health was, and went 
back much reassured. He says Maj. 
Mcliinley’s constitution is one of re- 
markable vigor, and that he throws off 
iliness with great facility. It is true 
that Maj. McKinley is stronger than 
the national chairman, and has re- 
sisted the assaults upon his nerves and 
vital forces for a much longer time 
than any of those who have been asso- 
ciated with him. 

Capt. H. O. S. Heistand, who has 
filled im a very agreeable and wholly 
satisfactory way the difficult position 
of confidential friend and secretary to 
Maj. McKinley for the last eight 
months. has succumbed to an attack of 
influenza. He has been on duty daily 
from 9 o’clock in the morning till ll 
o'clock at night, and, in addition to the 
handling of the private correspondence 
of Maj. McKinley, has met the thou- 
sands of callers who came to the house 
and arranged for their talks with Maj. 
McKinley. 

Col. W. W. Dudley of Washington 
had a long talk with Mr. Hanna this 
morning, and a word with Maj. McKin- 
ley. He came to discuss some of the 
plans for the inauguration, and his 
visit was in no sense a quest for place. 
Col. Dudley said the question of select- 
ing an escort for Maj. McKinley from 
the railway station to the hotel was the 
occasion of his return to Canton today. 

It was the original intention to have 
the Union Veteran Legion head a mili- 
tary escort, but Maj. McKinley, while 
fully appreciating the honor of the 
escort, desires as little display as pos- 
sible preceding the inauguration. ‘He 
says,’’ remarked Col. Dudley, “he is as 
much a private citizen on March 2 as 
he is today, and desires to maintain 
the dignity of the high office to which 
he has been elected. The Inauguration 
and Reception Committee will therefore 
receive the President-elect and family 
and escort them to their rooms at the 
Ebbitt House.” 

Gol. Dudley left at noon for Wash- 
ington. 

W. C. Morrelton of Arkansas is here 
to see Maj. McKinley. He says the ob 
ject of his visit is to interest the Pres- 
ident-elect in the ex-slave pension 
movement, as proposed in Senator

HANNA AND McKINLEY. 


National as Well as State Politics 
Discussed Between Them. 
[RY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL W:KE.] 

CANTON, Feb. 17.—{Special Dis- 
patch.] The conferences that Mr. Hanna 
and Maj. McKinley are holding are of 
no little importance. Not only national 
politics is being discussed, but State 
polities as well. On account of Maj. 
McKinley’s illness, not much was con- 
cluded last evening, though the two 
were together for several hours. 

Maj. McKinley is still very anxious 
that Mr. Hanna should be a member of 
the Cabinet. Mr. Hanna thus far has 
steadfastly declined the tender. This 
conference had much to do with this 
phase of the situation. 

It is Maj. McKi-ley’s present. inten- 
tion to hold open the Postmaaster-tien- 
realship until the Senatorial appoint- 
ment is made by Gov. Bushnell, even 
if that appointment is not made until 
so far into the next administration as 
April 1. While this intention may be 
changed by the President-elect, that is 
exactly what he now proposes to do. 
That it will be done against the advice 
and judgment of the friends of the 
President-elect and of Mr. Hanna, is 
also true. Mr. Hanna’s disinclination 
to enter the Cabinet is genuine. He 
does not believe that the chairman of 
the National Committee ought to be 
a member of the Cabinet, and he will 
not resign the national chairmanship. 

A special session of the Legislature 
had been determined upon for March 
9, but a canvass of the members of that 
body has not been satisfactory enough 
to warrant the Governor in calling the 
Legislature into session. In fact, if the 
Legislature is called into special ses- 
sion, Mr. Hanna will be elected for the 
short term. 

The rumbling in Cincinnati, in which 
George B. Cox figures conspicuously as 
an alleged Hanna supporter, is one of 
the significant features of the present. 
That Mr. Hanna has any understand- 
ing with Mr. Cox is absolutely untruc. 
If Mr. Cox is for Mr. Hanna, he has 
come to that way of thinking entirely 
upon his own motion. The fact that 
the Cincinnati Commercial Tribune 
came out for Mr. Hanna last Sunday 
is attributed to Mr. Cox’s influence, but 
quite erroneously. Early in the game 
Senator Fleischman of Cincinnati de- 
clared that if a special session cf the 
Legislature were called he would vote 
for Mr. Hanna. Mr. Fleischman ig a 
large owner of Commercial-Tribune 
stock. 

Gen. Hickenlooper, another owner of 
the Commercial-Tribune, and a close 
friend of Mr. Foraker and Mr. Cox, is 
also for Mr. Hanna for Senator. It is 
not strange, therefore, to divine the 
reason for the stand taken by the Cin- 
cinnati newspaper. . 

It is an open secret that after Sena- 
tor Shermans’ appointment, Senator- 
elect Foraker was in favor of Mr. 
Hanna's appointment. Mr. Cox also 
began to show Hanna symptoms early 
in the game. 

Gov. Bushnell has not yet said that 
he would not appoint Mr. Hanna. Maj.

WASHINGTON Feb. 17.~The Inter- 
national Monetary Conference Bill. 
Which has been passed by the Senate, 
has developed into a more important ise 
sue than was expected. When the 
House Committee on Coinage took 
charge of the bill there was thought to 
be no doubt that it would be reported 
favorably, but the opposition to the 
bill has been growing steadily until 
it seems probable that if reported the 
action will be taken against the wishes 
of a majority of the Republican mem- 
vers of the committee. All of the Re- 
publicans who have spoken on the 
measure before the committee have ar- 
gued that it would be an embarrassing 
thing to the coming administration. 
On the other hand. Re publicans say 
Senator Carter of M: ntana, who has 
had an interview with che President- 
elect, quotes Mr. McKinley as express- 
ing a wish that the bill should pass, 
The Republican members of the com- 
mittee have held a conference on the 
matter, "which left their policy unde- 
cided. Further hearing on the bill has 
been postponed until Friday, and it is 
doubtful whether a vote on reporting 
it will be taken Saturday, as the com- 
mittee had intended. In the mean 
time many communications protesting 
against any further steps toward an 
international conference on the ground 
that it would tend to disturb business, 
are being received from business men 
in the East. 


FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 
THIRTY-SECOND SESSION. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE} 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—SENATE— 
The Immigration Bill now goes to the 
President, the last legislative step hav- 
ing been taken in the Senate today by 
an agreement to the conference report 
on the bill. Strong opposition was 
made to the report, but on the final 
vote the friends of the measure rallied 
a\small majority, the vote being yeas 
34, nays, 31. 

The bill, as passed, extends the im- 
migration restriction against “all per- 
sons physically capable and 16 
years of age who cannot read and 
write the English language or some 
other language, but a person not so 
able to read and write, who is over 50 
years of age, and who is the parent or 
grandparent of a qualified immigrant 
over 21 years of age and capable of 
Supporting such parent or grandparent, 
may accompany such immigrant, or 
such parent Or grandparent may be 
sent for and come to join the family 
or child or grandchild over 21 years of 
age, similarly qualified and capable, 
and a wife or minor child not so able 
to read and write may accompany or 
be sent for and com@¢..to join the hus- 


‘band or parent similarly qualified and 


capable.” 

For the purpose of testing the immi- 
grant’s illiteracy he is compelled to 
read and write from twenty to twenty- 
five words of the United States Consti- 
tution. Aside from these provisions of 
the present law the bill inaugurates a 
new system of restricting immigration 
from border countries, and designed to 
apply principally to immigration from 
Canada. The provisions are as foil- 
lows: 

“Sec. 4. That it shall hereafter be 
unlawful for any male alien who has 
mot in good faith made his declaration. 
before the proper court of his intention 
to become a citizen of the United 
States to be employed on any public 
works of the United States or to come 
regularly and habitually into the 
United States by land or water for the 
purpose of engaging in any mechanical 
trade or manual labor, for wages or 
Saiary, returning from time to time to 
a foreign country. 

Sec. 5. That it shall be unlawful 
for any person, partnership, company 
or corporation knowingly to employ 
any alien coming into the United 
States in violation of the next preced- 
ing section of this act. Provided, that 
the provisions of this act shall not ap- 
ply to the employment of sailors, 
deckhands or other employés of vessels, 
or railroad train hands. such as con- 
ductors, engineers, brakemen, firemen 
or baggagemasters, whose duties re- 
quire them to pass over the frontier 
to reach the termini of their runs, or 
to boatmen or guides on the lakes and 
rivers of the northern border of the 
United States. 

A violation of these sections is made 
a misdemeanor, punishable by fine up 
to $500. or imprisonment up to one 
year, or both. 

A special provision exempts from the 
operation of the law persons arriving 
from Cuba during the continuarfce of 
the present disorder there. The law 
is to take effect July 1, next. 

During the morning hour Mr. Allen 
of Nebraska (Pop.,) spoke on his resolue 
tion relating to dismissals from office 
at South Omaha, Neb. He said the 
aiieged causes of dismissal were ut- 
terly puerile. The Senator declared 
that in the case of two ladies who 
were discharged, their offense was that 
of having Mr. Bryan's picture in their 
windows. There were six other ladies, 
Mr. Allen said, who had McKinley pic- 
tures in their windows, but they were 
not disturbed. The ladies who dis- 
played the Bryan pictures did it in 
honor of a citizen of their own State 
and yet, Mr. Allen said. this adminis- 
tration had brought about the dis- 
charges.

It was a remark- 
able movement to originate in the “land 
of the free and the home of the brave.” 

With the adoption of the miserable, 
narrow policy our neighbors north and 
south would be invited to adopt a simi- 
jar course. It was an outrage, he de- 
clared, on the comity of nations and 
the civilization of the age. 

Mr. Carter of Montana (Rep.) also op- 
posed the report. He hoped the bill

on this hemisphere. lt would, Mr. Car- 
ter declared, lead to retaliatio 
every government on this hemisybere, 
and thus arraign the United tes 
against its neighbors.

Billets showed a similar advance, and 
all lines of finished material partici- 
patedin the general elevation of prices.

ORDERS FOR RAILS. 


Iron and Steel Industry Stimulated 
by Low Prices. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

ST. LOUIS, Feb. 17.—The collapse of 
the steel trust and the consequent de- 
cline in the prices of steel rails to $17 
per ton, has already begun to exert a 
stimulating influence on the iron and 
steel industry. The St. Louis agents 
of the Carnegie company and the Iili- 
nois Steel Company are keeping the 
wires hot closing deals. . 

The Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
Railroad Company heads the list with 
an order for 10,000 tons of steel rails, 
placed with the Carnegie Company. 
This means 100 miles of new track 
somewhere between here and Galves- 
ton, and steady employment for hun- 
dreds of men for months to come. 

The 'Frisco also availed itself of the 
tempting opportunity afforded by the 
prevailing low price of rails, and placed 


an order with the Illinois Steel Com- 


pany for 8000 tons. 

The Missouri Pacific fell into line with 
an order for 6000 tons, and news comes 
from Texas that E. H. R. Green of the 
Texas Midland has just closed a deal 
for 20,000 tons. There is particular sig- 
nificance in Mr. Green's purchase, as it 
means got repairs, but extensions. The 
greater part of the Texas Midland 
‘track has been recently laid, so that if 
Mr. Green’s new rails are put down 
anywhere they must go to extending 
his lines. To a friend who arrived from 
Texas, Mr. Green admitted that he in- 
tended to use the rails just ordered in 
building more road. His extension will 
doubtless be to Dallas and from there 
southward. 

President Conner of the Dallas Ter- 
minal Railway arrived in this city yes- 
axerday. He is in the market for 3000 
tons of rails. The agents of both the 
Carnegie Company and the Illinois Steel 
Company are reticent as to what orders 
they have placed further than those 
above noted, but it is known that, to- 
gether, they have received orders for 
30,000 tons to be laid in the vicinity of 
St. Louis.

LIZZIE BORDEN ALLEGED TO BE A 
KLEPTOMANIAC. 


Prosecution of the Notorious Young 
Woman Stopped, Probably for a 
Monetary Consideration—The Af- 
fair Shrouded in Mystery.

BOSTON, Feb. 17.—[Special Dispatch.] 
It is now alleged that Lizzie Borden, 
the Fall River woman who figured as 
defendant in a great murder mystery a 
few years ago, is a kleptomaniac. It 
has been suggested that the case has 
features not unlike the celebrated Castle 
case, Miss Borden, like Mrs. Castle, 
being independently wealtby. ‘Love's 
Dream” is the title of a magnificent 
painting on porcelain which, it is al- 
leged, now forms one of the decorations 
of Miss Borden’s residence. This paint- 
ing was missed from the store of the 
Tilden-Thurber Company in Providence 
recently. A few minutes after Miss 
Borden had left the store another 
painting was missing, too. A warrant 
was issued charging her with larceny 
of the paintings. From the reticence 
of those concerned, and from the fact 
that the warrant cannot be located, it 
is declared that a settlement of the 
matter has been effected. It is, of 
course, idle to presume that the paint- 
ings in question were valued by Miss 
Borden for their pecuniary worth, as 
she is a rich woman. In view of the 
settlement of the case, the firm proba- 
bly decided that she had purchased the 
articles, even though there was no rec- 
ord of such a happening and despite 
the complaint of a clerk to the heads of 
the company.

Northern Pacific and Manitoba’s 
Settlement with Villard.

NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—The agree-

PEACE AT ANY PRICE 


THE PORTE’S IMPLICIT RELI- 
ANCE IN THE POWERS. 


It Leaves the Pacification of Crete 
Entirely to the Nations That 
Mave Intervened. 


WILL NOT ANTAGONIZE GREECE 


NEVERTHELESS DEFENSIVE MEAS- 
URES WILL BE TAKEN. 


Greece Claims That Her Warlike 
Acts are in the Interest of Peace. 
Powers Threaten to Block- 
ade Piraeus. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. ] 

CONSTANTINOPLE, February 17.— 
(Copyright, 1897, by the Associated 
Press.] The council of ministers as 
the result of an all-day session yester- 
day has decided to leave the pacifica- 
tion of Crete to the powers. The coun- 
cil also decided to send Karathedori 
Pasha to Crete as imperial high com- 
missioner; to adopt militry measures 
on the Greek frontier as previously in- 
timated; to appoint Marshal Edham 
Pasha, who directed the operations 
against the insurgents of Zertoun in 
1896, to command the Turkish troops 
at Elassoda, and to call out the first 
reserves of the third army corps, now 
at Salonika. These measures, how- 
ever, are for purely defensive purposes, 
in order to enable the Turkish gov- 
ernment to be prepared for all even- 
tualities. 

The Suléan has informed the ambas- 
sadors of the powers that, in view of 
the aggressive attitude of Greece, he 
has been obliged to adopt measures 
required by the situation. The Sultan 
took occasion to express his satisfac- 
tion at the landing of detachments 
of marines at Canea. 

In spite of the peacful outlook it is 
known that the debarkation of Greek 
forces in Crete caused a great sensa- 
tion at Yildiz Kiosk, and it required 
the use of much tact on the part of 
the ambassadors to prevail upon the 
Porte to accept the situation. 

Anti-Turkish manifestations are re- 
ported to have occurred at Arta and 
Prevessa, Thessaly, shots having been 
fired, and a Turkish frontier guard 
wounded. It is hoped no further 
trouble will occur. although Greek 
troops are gathering near the frontier. 

Placards have been found posted in 
mosques demanding the death of the 
Sultan. 

A Turkish squadron, consisting of 
four warships and ten torpedo boats, 
has been ordered 
within five days. It will be joined 
there by all the vessels in the Turkish 
archipelago, and at Alexandretta. A 
second Turkish squadron of five war- 
ships and ten torpedo boats has also 
been ordered to prepare for active serv- 
ice. The Minister of Marine has asked 
for a credit of $2,500,000 to meet naval 
expenses. 

The Sultan seems to be well aware 
that Greece would not have acted as 
defiantly as she has done without hav- 
ing at least one powerful friend behind 
her, and it is this feature of the comli- 
cations which is having the most calm- 
ing effect upon the Turks, who, also see 
in the abandonment of Crete to Greece 
a possible loophble of e&cape from fur- 
ther and much more important changes 
in the map of the Turkish Empire.

A rough and tumble 
fight followed, during which a by- 
stander was wounded. The two 
guardsmen were arrested and taken to 
the nearest police depot, later being 
handed over to the military authorities 
of the Yildiz Kiosk. 

It has been announced in the news- 
papers here that the Turkish minis- 
ter at Athens, Assim Bey, has been 
appointed a member of the council of 
state, that he is to be recalled imme- 
diately, and that the Greek Minister 
here, Prince Maurocordate, is to be 
given his passports, but as this dispatch 
is sent the report has not been con- 
firmed and the Sultan may have heen 
induced by the ambassadors to delay 
the matter indefinitely. 

In order to avoid the dangers incident 
to traveling on the streets of Constan- 
tinople, the Sultan went and returned 
by sea from the palace Topcapon dur- 
ing the singing of the “prophet’s man- 
tle,”"” which is the feature of the great 
annual Mohammedan fast.

A SECOND WARNING.

Boundary Between Chile and Argen- 
tine to Be Arbitrated.

DRAWING FINE HAIRS 


THE RUBBER TRUST NOW UN- 
DER INVESTIGATION. 


Treasurer Charles B. Flint Proves 
Himself to Be a Very Vexatious 
Witness. 4 


HE HAS A FAULTY MEMORY. 


SENATOR LEXOW ALMOST LOSES 
HIS TEMPER. 


He Accuses the Witness of Explain- 
ing Toq Much on Immaterial 
Points and Quibbling as to 

Essentials. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. ] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—Charles B. 
Flint’s examination before the joint 
Legislative Committee on Trusts was 
continued today. Flint is treasurer of 
the United States Rubber Company. 

He explained that the capitalization 
of the companies consolidated by the 
trust was as follows: Elkan and Can- 
dee Rubber Company of New Haven, 
$600,000; Goodyear Metallic Rubber Shoe 
Company, $7,000,000; Meyer Rubber 
Company of New Brunswick, N. J., 
$200,000; New Jersey Rubber Company, 
$200,000: New Brunswick Rubber Com- 
pany, $300,000; American Rubber Com- 
pany, Cambridge, Mass., $1,000,000; Bos- 
ton Rubber Company, $300,000; Lycom- 
ing Rubber Company, $400,000; Rubber 
Manufacturing Company, $300,000. 

Flint would not admit that he was 
the head of the rubber combination. 
He said that when he accepted the of- 
fice of treasurer he found that certifi- 
cates were issued in accordance with 
law, and eminent counsel had been con- 
sulted at every move. 

Asked if he brought the books of the 
company and other data called for yes- 
terday, Flint said he telephoned to the 
foffice of the company and did every- 
thing possible to procure the desired in- 
formation, but had not succeeded. He, 
however, produced the certificate of or- 
ganization. 

“Do you mean to be understood,” he 
was asked, ‘“‘as saying that as treas- 
urer of the company you never made 
any effort to discover whether a proper 
price had been paid for properties for 
which $260,000,000 was issued ?’’, 

“The papers were not accessible to 
me. The Appraising Committee were 
men of the highest stagding, I had the 
utmost reliance in their report.” 

In reply to another question, witness 
said that the report referred to was 
stowed away in the archives of the 
company in New Jersey. 

Senator Lexow accused Mr. Flint of 
“drawing fine hairs,”’. and demanded 
“yes or no” to the question whether H. 
B. Hollins & Co., bankers, had distrib- 
uted the stock through the regular 
channels. 

Mr. Flint went into an elaborate ex- 
planation, but was brought to a halt 
by the chairman, who said: “You are 
explaining too much.” 

‘What companies were you interested 
in directly?” asked the chairman. 

After more quibbling the witness ad- 

mitted that he had been interested in 
the Lycoming Rubber Company, but 
could not recollect to what extent. 
Senator Lexow continued: 
“Is it not a. fact. that the United 
‘States Rubber .Company paid_ the 
bankers a commission of 2% per cent. 
for selling the stocks of the various 
companies ?”’ 

The witness hesitated, and Senator 
Lexow, pounding his desk, said: “Can't 
you answer ‘yes or no?’” 

“T can ascertain,” said the witness. 

“Was it not $500,000?"’ 

“I think that was the amount,” the 
witness replied slowly. 

Mr. Flint said he had no knowledge 
that the president of the New Bruns- 
wick Rubber Compny received an order 


for the manufacture of a certain 
brand of rubber. He, nevertheless. 
had closed down and discharged the 
employés. 

“Do ou know that at the time you 
discharged these men and closed this 
factory the United States Rubber Com- 
pany purchased the Colchester factory, 
closed that down and threw 500 men 
out of employment?” 

‘I don’t know.” 

“Did not the New Brunswick factory 
close down in the dead of winter in 
1895, throwing all its employés out of 
work, when it was offered a,contract 
to produce what is known as third- 
rate goods which could have kept the 
factory going all winter?” 

“I don’t know,” Mr. Flint said, “that 
the United States Rubber Company is 
producing better goods at smaller 
cost,” adding that the wages of. the 
employés had not been sliced off at 
any time. 

Subsequently the witness denied hav- 


ing purchased the Colchéster plant, but 


admitted that it was *purchased by 
Hollins & Co., bankers. .

AN OUTLAWED SCHOONER. 


Her Skipper Skipped Without Clear- 
ance Papers to Avoid Arrest, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 17,—Captain 
Harkins of the schooner Una, just ar- 
rived from Panama, may find him- 
self in a somewhat serious predica- 
ment. His vessel has no papers of 
any description to present to the 
customhouse. The register, crew list 
and other documents necessary to per- 
mit the vessel to enter and pursue the 

usual formalities are non est. 

The fact is that the Una, in a sense, 
is outlawed by. marine usages. It 
appears that the Una loaded cedar logs 
at Panama, the same being purchased 
from British firm that holds a con- 
cession for cutting the timber from 
Part cash 
was paid for the cargo, and the bal- 
ance, although cabled for to this city, 
had not arrived when the Una was 
loaded and ready to sail. The capt- 
ain of the port at Panama came cff 
to the vessel and told Capt. Harkins 
that if the money due was not paid 
immediately, the vessel would be seized 
and he be placed in jail. United States 
Consul-General Vifquain was seen by 
Capt. Harkins and, as no clearance 
from the Colombian customs was in 
evidence, informed the Una’s skipper 
that he could not deliver up the ves- 
sel’s papers, advised him to pay thg 
money due and settle matters. 

According to Harkins, Consul-Gen- 
eral Vifquain advised him to “clear 
out.” This counsel he obeyed, the Una’s 
anchor was hove short and the ves- 
sel stood out to sea, dipping her ensign 
as she left port. 

Just disposition-.of the case 
will be made by Collector Wise is 
doubtful. Consul-General Vifquain has 
probably forwarded the Una’s register 
and other documents to the Department 
of State at Washington, together with 
his report of the case, so that any 
decision in the matter will rest with 
Federal authorities at the capital. 


CRUSHED BY A FALLING TREE. 


Almost an Entire Family Killed or 
Injured. 
_[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Feb. 17.—A very 
serious accident occurred during Mon- 
day night’s gale, at the cottage of 
R. Zelle, living just north of Nanaimo. 
About 2 o’clock the high wind blowing 
brought to the ground a tree about 
twenty inches in diameter at its base. 
In falling, the tree struck the roof 
of the Zelles house, cutting it in two 
and seriously injuring the inmates. 
Just before the accident, Zelle had left 
the house, and was on the wharf when 
he saw the tree falling. Mrs. Zelle was 
working a sewing machine, and there 
were a number of children playing 
in the house. The tree fell with 
terrific force, throwing Mrs. Zelle vio- 
lently to the floor. Some of the children 
were also hurt, Herbert Zelle being 
so badly injured that he died within 
an hour. Mrs. Zelle received very 
serious internal and spinal injuries and 


is in a critical condition. The five- 
year-old daughter of Mrs. William 
Taylor of Departure Bay, who was 


staying with Mrs. Zelle, was also very 
dangerously hurt in the head, and can- 
not live. 


FROZEN ORANGE TREES. 


A Judge’s Error Causes Judgment 
for Damages to Be Set Aside. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 17.—A tech- 
mical error on the part of the Judge in 
overruling an objection prompted the 
Supreme Court today to set aside the 
judgment of $8965 against the Southern 
Pacific Company, and to order a new 
trial of the case. In 1891 R. W. Pierce 
shipped two carloads of orange trees 
from Apopka, Fla., to Riverside. The 
Southern Pacific hauled the cars from 
New Orleans, the agreement being that 
the shortest route to California should 
be utilized. Owiig to heavy rains on 
the Southern Pacific route, the com- 
pany shipped thetrees over the Central 
Pacific to Colton and thence to River- 
side. While in transit the trees were 
frozen and totally destroyed. Suit was 
thereupon brought at Los Angeles, and 
Pierce secured judgment for $8965. The 
Southern Pacific Company appealed 
from the judgment, claiming that the 
court had erred in overruling certain 
objections. The Supreme Court said: 
“We think the caurt erred in overruling 
the objection of the defendant to the 
proof of the market value of the trees 
at Riverside, initead of confining the 
inquiry to the cost or value of the trees 
at the point of shipment in Florida, as 
per contract, wiich, with the freight 
paid, was the ‘rue measure of the 

damages.”

FARMERS’ ALLIANCE. 


The Supreme Council Transacts Con- 
siderable Business. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—A discus- 
sion over the insurance system of the 
order occupied mest of the first ses- 
sion of the Supreme Council of the 
Naticnal Farmers’ Alliance and Indus- 
trial Union today. The Committee on 
Changes in the Constitution reported 
in favor of allowing the National Al- 
liance Aid, now in session at Dallas, 
Tex., to vote on the proposition to con- 
tinue to operate under the control of 
the Executive Committee of the Su- 
preme Council, or to become an inde- 
pendent organization under a charter 
of its own. 

This report was adopted, and the 
action of the Aid, whatever it may be, 
will be indorsed, and the organization 
allowed to secede in peace in the in- 
terests of harmony. 

Several other amendments to the 
constitution were adopted, including 
striking out the provision fixing the 
president's tenure of office at one year. 

The council declared in favor of the 
McCook bill. now before the House, to 
regulate the importation and sale of 
seed grain and other seeds, and the 
Allen Senate Bill to protect public 
forests. It also declared in favor of 
a strict quarantine against the impor- 
tation of fruit, fruit trees and shrubs 
infected by scale, orange worm, or 
other diseases threatening the fruit- 
growers. 

Officers for the ensuing year were 
elected as follows: Mann Page of 
Virginia, president; vice-president, C. 
Vincent, Indianapolis, Ind.: secretary- 
treasurer, W. Bricker of Pennsyl- 
vania; Executive Commmittee, Mann 
Page, R. A. Southworth. John Brein- 
ing. A. B. Welch and Hon. W. 
Stokes. 

The work of the council is about 
finished, there remaining but the few 
details to be disposed of by the Execu- 
tive Committee.

BURNS DEFEATED IN SIX 
ROUNDS BY THE NEGRO.

Result of the Boxing Match at the 


Athletic Clab Last 
Night. 
CHICAGO MAN KNOCKED OUT. 


HE MADE IT INTERESTING FOR HIS 
ANTAGONIST.

Description of the Contest by 
-Rounds—Minor Matches of Lim- 
ited Rounds—Gallegher Bests 
Burkhardt, 


A large and enthusiastic crowd gath- 
ered in the gymnasium of the Los An- 
geles Athletic Club last night to see 
the fifteen-round glove contest  be- 
tween Jim Burns of Chicago, and Joe 
Cotton, the negro, of Los Angeles. The 
mill was won by Cotton in the sixth 
round, and the @ontest was a spirited 
and interesting one from start to finish. 

There was considerable delay in get- 
ting started with the evening's enter- 
tainment, and the crowd was not slow 
to manifest its impatience. There were 
three preliminry events, and the first 
one commenced at 9 o’clock. It was a 
four-round match between Mike Thorn- 
ton of San Pedro and Joe Welsh of 
Port Costa. John Brink officiated as 
referee. These men are featherweights 
and have met before. Thornton is 
much the taller of the two, and has 
the longer reach. He showed himself 
to be in somewhat better form than his 
smaller, older and more clever antag- 
onist, but the latter hit Thornton 
pretty much as he pleased. Thornton 
took his medicine well, and did not 
look badly as he came up at the be- 
ginning of each round. 

None of the rounds was startlingly 
lively, but in the first Thornton was 
knocked down, and in the second a 
hard right counter brought the claret 
from his nose. Neither of the men 
seemed anxious to fight. Welsh as- 
sumed the aggressive during the first 
rounds, and Thornton seemed utterly 
unable to take advantage of any open- 
ing on account of what appeared to be 
paralysis of his right. That hand was 
of no more use to him than if he 
had had it tied down. 

The second go was a four-round ex- 
hibition between the favorite of the 
club, Billy Gallegher, who appeared 
amid great and prolonged applause, 
with his recently broken arm done up 
in a leather bandage, and one of his 
pupils, Jack Burkhardt. John Brink, 
as he introduced Burkhardt, took oc- 
casion to announce the match of March 
11, between the old rivals. Dempsey and 
Burkhardt, who fought a draw not 
long ago. Brink also refereed this bout. 
Burkhardt went after his ‘stronger and 
more scientific opponent with a vim 
that was truly commendable, but re- 
ceived a broken nose from a right 
counter given him by Gallegher in the 
third round. 

Seldom is prettier work seen in the 
line of ducking, side-stepping and the 
other methods of escape from the blows 
of an antagonist than Gallagher treated 
the crowd to last night. Repeatedly 
Gallegher drew back his injured left 
as if the temptation to strike with the 
broken member was too»great to be 
overcome, but he always held it back. 
Burkhardadt’s side was red from the 
frequent resounding slaps of Gallegher’s 
right. At the end of the fourth round, 
before Gallegher left the ring, John 
Brink stated that “Billy’’ wished to 
challenge the winner of the Cotton- 
Burns match. This statement was re- 
ceived with prolonged cheering by the 
crowd. 

The third bout, the last one of the 
pfeliminaries, was another four-round 
set-to between Harry Jones of Los An- 
geles and young De Coursy of San 
Diego. John Brink, the referee of this 
go, stated as he introduced Jones to the 
audience, that Jones had boxed in the 
club rooms nine years ago, when the 
Athletic Club was quartered in the 
Downey Block, and that he has since 
that time been away from Los Angeles, 
only returning a short time ago. Brink 
also said that Jones wants a match 
after the Dempsey-Burkhardt mill 
comes off. Jones fights at 125 pounds, 
and is very strong and active. 

The four rounds between De Coursy 
and Jones were the liveliest of the three 
preliminary set-tos. Jones was_ the 
more clever and was about fifteen 
pounds heavier than De Coursy. Jones 
scored a knock down at the end of the 
first round, and demonstrated-his su- 
periority through each round. He al- 
lowed De Coursy to tap him a number 
of times, but hit the latter whenever 
he really tried to. The work showed 
rather heavily on De Coursy, while his 
opponent was as fresh at the close of 
the fourth round as he was when he 
stepped into the ring. 

The next thing on the programme 
was the event of the evening. The first 
principal to appear was Burns, who was 
seconded by Martin Murphy and Joe 
Shanahan, Frank O’Brien acting as 
bottle-holder. Soon after their advent 
into the ring the muscular negro made 
his appearance. His seconds were 
Frank Scott and Billy Gallegher, and 
James O’Malley held the bottle for 
him. Phil Percival was the official 
timekeeper, Carl McStay acting in 
that capacity for Cotton, and Billy 
Mahoney of Colorado holding the watch 
for Burns. John Brink occupied his 
usual position as referee, and his de- 
cisions passed unquestioned. 

It was announced by the referee that 
the go was to be a contest of fifteen 
pounds, and that the men had ‘weighec 
in at 156% pounds. Cotton claimed, after 
the mill was over, that he weighed 
just 153, and Burns weighed about three 
pounds heavier. Brink gave the men 
their instructions as to a clear break, 
and time was called for the first round 
at just twelve minutes after ten. 

The first round was taken up by 
sparring, Burns doing all the fighting, 
and Cotton apparently feeling his man. 
Burns made several wicked leads, but 
there was no blow struck in this round. 
The fighting was forced by Burns up 
to the fifth round, Cotton clinching re- 
peatedly and evidently awaiting an 
opportunity for a knockout blow. Cot- 
ton did some hard punching in the 
fourth and received some bad blows 
in the third round. The fifth opened 
with Cotton more on the offensive than 
he had been before, and before the 
round was over he had the fight won. 
The frequent clinches made by Burns 
just before the call of time in this 
round was all that made the fight one 
ot six rounds instead of five. Cotton 
stood over him each of the three times 
he was knocked down in this round, 
and as he arose rushed at him and 
gave him fearful smashes on the head 
and face, swinging wildly, but inflict- 
ing terrible punishment on Burns each 
time one of his sledge-hammer blows 
landed. 

Both men were breathing heavily and 
showing signs of extreme _ exertion 
when they responded to the call of 
time in the sixth and last round. Burns 
appeared to have, by his remarkable 
powers of recuperation, partially over- 
came the effects of the severe punish- 
ment he received in the preceding 
round. The round was only just started 
when Cotton landed a terrific right on 
Burns’s cheek and the Chicago man 
went dowa like a log. The time-keeper

counted nine before Burns arose to his. 
feet and the negro was ready and 
waiting for him. As Burns, already 
very groggy, staggered to an upright 
position, Cotton rushed at him and 
floored him again, this time landing 
on the neck. Again the time-keeper 
counted nine, and Burns got up just in 
time. He anticipated the colored man's 
rush, and as he arose to his feet coun- 
tered with his right for Cotton's face. 


But the negro was too much the 
master of the situation to over- 
look this opportunity and he 


ducked, gave a side step to the right 
and swung that fateful right arm fo 
the last time, landing a straight punch 
just over Burns's heart and he went 
down to rise no more. 

The referee counted the fallen man 
out, and no look of intelligence passed 
over his countenance, nor did he make 
any effort to rise. Burns was able to 
walk into his dressing-room, after a 
few minutes’ rest, and was very sore 
over his defeat. There was a large lump 
under his right eye, a cut on each 
cheek and one on the bridge of his 
nose. 

Cotton was asked after the fight 
about Gallagher's challenge, but he de- 
clared that matter too far ahead to be 
discussed. Cotton was feeling as well 
as when he stepped into the ring be- 
fore the fight, but said that he had been 
punished severely in the third and 
fourth rounds, and was very tired both 
when he came up for the fifth and 
sixth. A detailed account of the mill by 
rounds is as follows: 

First round—Burns led with the right, 
falling short, and after considerable 
sparring, rushed Cotton to his corner, 
where the negro clinched, Burns miss- 
ing a left and right swing. Burns 
again led with his right and tried a 
vicious left swing for the wind, but 
failed to land either blow. 

Second round—Burns led with his left, 
Cotton ducking and clinching. Cotton 
rushed in and gave Burns a terrific left 
smash on the nose, clinching to avoid 
infighting. Burns feints, then rushes 
and misses Cotton, who runs away. 
Burns again rushes, landing a right on 
the wind, and missing a vicious left 
upper-cut. Burns falls short with a left 
lead and Cotton rushes and gets in 
three good punches, a left counter in 
the ribs, a right on the jaw and an- 
other left on the neck, which glanced 
off. Burns was brought to his knees 
and clinched to avoid punishment. 
Burns rushes and Cotton runs away, 
meeting another rush by a left counter 
on the wind and a clinch. Cotton closed 
the round by a rush and clinch, missing 
a left lead for the jaw. 

Third round—Cotton feints and Burns 
rushes, the negro cleverly ducking and 
clinching Burns around the legs. Burns 
feints with the left, Cotton getting 
away and running around the ring. 
Burns rushes Cotton to the ropes, lands 
his left on the stomach and otton 
misses a vicious right swing as Burns 
gets away. Burns feints and his left 
falls short, and leads again with the 
right, Cotton countering with his left 
on the neck and bringing Burns to his 
knees. Burns arose at once and Cotton 
fell short with a right lead, getting in 
a left counter on the neck and clinch- 
ing. Burns rushes Cotton to the ropes 
and smashes him in the ribs with the 
left after the call of time. 

Fourth round—Burns comes up with 
blood flowing from the cut on his left 
cheek. Cotton lands a right on the 
head, Burns countering on the ribs. 
Burns rushes with a right lead, and 
Cotton cleverly gets away. Cotton leads 
with a right swing and misses, landing 
a left on the body and clinching. Burns 
swings the right.and misses twice, Cot- 
ton clinching each time. Both men 
swing wild with the left, and Burns 
follows with two vicious wild swings, a 
right and a left, Cotton clinching each 
time to avoid punishment. Burns leads 
with the right and lands lightly on the 
body, Cotton closing the round by a 
wild right swing. Cotton was very 
tired at the close of the round, which 
was decidedly in favor. 

Fifth round—Cotton moves around 
more and appears fresh and lively. 
Burns rushés and lands a vicious right 
swing, Cotton ducking a left upper cut. 
Burns rushes, but runs wild and to 
the ropes, Cotton side-stepping. Burns 
missed a jaw swing with the right in 
this rush. Cotton lands a right swing 
on the neck hard, and follows it with 
a left, knocking Burns to his hands 
and knees, where he remains until the 
timekeeper counts six. As he comes up 
Cotton rushes and lands a right on the 
wind. again knocking his man down, 
and repeating the operation a third 
time as Burns comes up by a heavy 
right on the head. Burns was all but 
counted out ithe last time, saving him- 
self by clinching, Cotton doing some 
very vicious and wild swinging in an 
endeavor to put his man out before 
time was called. 

Sixth round—Both men were tired. 
Burns lands a weak right on the body, 
Cotton swinging and landing a bad 
right, forcing Burns to his’ knees, 
where he clinches the negro below the 
waist to avoid punishment. Cotton 
ducks away from Burns’s right swing, 
and lands a right and left on the ribs, 
forcing Burns tito the ropes. Cotton 
swings his right on Burns’s right 
cheek, and Burns goes down and stays 
until the referee counts nine. When 
Burns came up he was knocked down 
again by a left punch on ‘the neck, and 
he stayed down again for nine seconds. 
When he came up he led for the face 
with his left, and Cotton landed a 
straight right counter over-the heart, 
knocking Burns down and out.

Taso of Gen. Pe- 
rez’s army in Pinar del Rio province, 
is reported to have captured the heights 
of Montevari, north of Paso Real de 
Stiago, putting over one hundred pris- 
oners to the sword. The heights were 
partially fortified, and a number of 
Cuban families were there, the insur- 
gents numbering about two hundred. 
Taso had the aid of a deserter from 
the camp, and making a night attack 
surprised the place, and after three 
hours’ hard fighting, captured it. About 
one hundred insurgents escaned, but 
the others and many women and chil- 
dren were captured. Drawing the pris- 
oners up in line the Spanish troops shot 
them down in eold blood, and then put 
to death the childfen, reserving the 
women and girls for the soldiers. The 
bodies were thrown down the heights, 
completely choking up 2 small gorge. 

An imperative order for reinforce- 
ments was received at Havana today 
from Gen. Weyler. It is reported that 
Gomez has outwitsed the Spanish com- 
mander in some manner and that his 
plans have miscarried, much to his cha- 
grin. 


SANGUILLY’S CASE. 


The Senate Foreign Committee De- 
clines to Interfere. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRF.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee today 
spent considerable time in discussing a 
resolution introduced by Senator Mor- 
gan, instructing the Secretary of State 
to request the release of Julio San- 
guilly, a naturalized citizen of the 
United States, now in prison in Cuba. 
The committee will hold a special ses- 
sion tomorrow to further the matter, 
in order to ascertain from the State 
Department whether any information 
in regard to Sanguilly’s case has been 
received since February 1. There was 
no disagreement among the members 
of the committee on the point that Gen. 
Sanguilly had been badly treated, but 
some of them were inclined to the 
opinion that the State Department 
should be left to deal with the matter 
without interference on the part of the 
legislative branch. 


CUBAN REFORMS. 


Manafacturing and Agricultural In- 

terests of Spain Object. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. ] 
NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—A dispatch to 
the World from Madrid says: Deputa- 
tions waited upon Premier Canovas and 
Finance Minister Reverter today and 
made strong representations in behalf 


of the manufacturing and agricultural | 


interests of Spain, deprecating what 
they term excessive ‘“‘concessions’’ to 
the United States, and to the colonies 
in the contemplated colonial reforms 
and tre~ty of commerce with the States. 

Both the Premier and Minister as- 
sured the delegation that nothing will 
be dore for some time yet, nor without 
due investigation, parliamentary and 
otherwise, to determine the feasible 
limits of the new policy. 

The Council of State has approved the 
reforms with unimportant alterations 
concerning the powers of the colonial 
council, in regard ‘to apnropriations 
and taxation. The government will not 
undertake to determine what share of 
the Cuban debt shall be borne by Cube 
until the war ends, when the whole 
amount expended in consequence of it 
can be ascertained. 

Nor will the government fix a date 
for putting the reforms into execution 
until pacification is very far advanced 
in the tour western provinces. 


HAVANA ADVICES, 


Gen. Weyler Given an Ovation at 
Sancti Spiritus. 
TBY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

HAVANA, Feb. 17.—Gen. Weyler 
was received at Sancti Spiritus today 
with enthusiasm. The loca] authori- 
ties and an immense crowd gathered to 
acclaim his arrival with shouts of joy. 
Almost all of the houses in the town 
were decorated in honor of the event. 

Over six thousand cases of smallpox 
were reported as being registered in 
Havana today. 

Advices from Pinar del Rio state that 
the insurgent leaders Ramon and Lazo, 
who recently surrendered while suffer- 
ing from wounds, have since died. 

Great military activity is noted on 
both sides of the province of Santa 
Clara. 

Sylvester Scovel, the correspondent of 
the New York World, who was arrested 
at Lunas on February 6, has been 
transferred to Santa Clara for trial. 

It is understood that Gen. Lee had 
previously wired to Secretary Olney 
suggesting the withdrawal of the pe- 
tition to transfer Scovel to Havana, in 
view of the receipt of advices stating 
that the prisoner had been well treated 
at Sancti Spiritus and that he had 
been shown every courtesy under the 
Spanish law. 

Private advices received from Col- 
menar, near Ceida-Mocha, province of 
Mantanzas, say that Lieut.-Col. Alfan 
has had a three hours’ engagement with 
the insurgents under Raoul Arango, in- 
flicting a loss of many men upon the 
enemy. 

It is further stated that Arango was 
among the killed. The troops lost six 
men killed. 


BOUND FOR CUBA, 


A Large Finibustering Expedition 
Leaves Texas. 


DALLAS (Tex.,) Feb. 17.—The News 
tomorrow will print the following story, 
which its reporters cannot verify ex- 
cept to strike disconnected fragments 
here and there: 

“One of the largest Cuban expedi- 
tions that has sailed from the Gulf 
coast, squared away tonight for the 
Queen of the Antilles, from Pass Ca- 
ballo, midway between Corpus Christi 
and Galveston. The expedition con- 
sisted of 300 thoroughly armed fron- 
tiersmen, mostly from Colorado, but 
many of the from North and West 
Texas and New Mexico. 

“The Colorado and New Mexican con- 
tingents are part of Col. Roberts's or- 
ganization that has been getting to- 
gether in the Southwest during the last 


few days. The men forming the expe- 
dition have been sent to South Texas 
points In squads of from five to twenty. 
many of them havirg passed through 
Houston and Galveston without sus- 
picion as to their. identity being 
aroused. They have been sent out from 
Dallas and Ft. Worth, and a few from 
Greenville and Texarkana, by Cuban 
sympathizers. 

‘ “The vessel on which they sail to- 
night is owned by wealthy private par- 
ties, non-residents, of Texas. It lay, 
for several days last week, near the 
port of Brazos de Santiago, ata point 
north of the bar, from which it quietly 
slipped out last Friday night, reaching 
Pass Caballo on Sunday. 

“During the last thirty days arms 
and ammunition have been shipped as 
hollow-ware, white lead, hospital sup- 
plies, and musical instruments. In all, 
40.000 rounds of mixed ammunition for 
rifles, shotguns and revolves, which 
had been quietly gathered in North 
Texas points, the bulk of it at Dallas, 
and some of it at Ft. Worth, and form 
some of the biggest arms companies 
in St. Louis, have been shipped from 
those cities. These were directed to 
Cuban sympathizers and forwarded in 
such packages as not to drouse sus- 
picion as to the character of their con- 
tents. The expedition hopes to join Col. 
Rogers's command of Americans’ in 
Cuba, or General Garcia's. The point 
where it will land has been selected in 
advance, but it is only known to the of- 
ficers of the ship, and the promoters 
of the expedition. The crew consists 
of twenty thoroughly experienced sail- 
ors, at the head of whom is Capt. Miller, 
who has spent a great deal of time dur- 
ing the last two or three weeks in Gal- 
veston, Dallas and Houston. One of 
the crew is Bob Allan, the assistant 
gunner who helped make Walsh work 
the Hotchkiss gun in the sea fight 
last December, on the south coast of 
Cuba, when the Three Friends failed 
to land its expedition and had to put 
back. Another of Capt. Miller’s daring 
men is Tom McDcnald, a member of 
the crew of the Three Friends. 

“All of these men are under bonds 
for the alleged piracy case growing 
out of the naval engagement. They 
have been in Texas for over two weeks 
assisting in getting up the expedition.” 


CUBAN FILIBUSTERS, 


Gen. Carlos Forfeits His Bail—Dr. 
Luis Pleads not Gullty. 

BALTIMORE, Feb. 17.—Gen. Carlos 
of the Cuban Junta failed to appear this 
morning to plead to the indictment bn 
the Uniaed States Circuit Court, charg- 
ing him with fitting out a filibustering 
expedition to Cuba. His bond for $2500 
was declared forfeited. He is now liable 
to arrest wherever found. His col- 
league, Dr. Joseph J. Luis, pleaded not 
guilty, and was released in $2500 bail 
for trial. 


Trainmen Fatally Hort. 

BUTTE (Mont.,) Feb. 17.—Ozbert M. 
Hoggset, engineer, and E. E. Parker, 
brakeman of a Great Northern freight 
train, were injured east of Butte by 
the ditching of their train. Both men 
were badly crushed and their injuries 
may prove fatal. 


GOOD GUNNERS WANTED. 


An Important Eranch of the Milli- 
tary Neglected. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Senator 
Hawley, chairman of the Committee 
on Military Affairs, has filed a written 
reply urging the imporatnce of increas- 
ing the artillery branch of the military 
service by the addition of two regi- 
ments. He says this increase is essen- 
tial to the care and preservation of the 
costly works and new guns already 
completed. - 

Senator Hawley adds: “Splendid high 
power guns and expensive lifting de- 
vices are absolutely without a guard, 
while there ought to be carefully-en- 
listed body of men being taught to un- 
derstand the work and preserve the 
guns and machinery. An artillery force 
cannot bze improvised. A prolonged edu- 


cation is indispensable. Since 1887 Con- 
gress has appropriated fer the purchase 
of sites and constructiOn of fortifica 
tions ,for the construction of gun fac- 
tory at Watervleit, the carriage factory 
at Watertown Arsenal, and for experi- 
mental purposes under the Board of 
Ordnance and Fortifications, $14,441,779. 
and since September, 1888, $12,153,297 
for armament—a total for fortifications 
and guns, of $26,565,297, and the pending 
Fortifications Bill grants $9,000,000, a 
total of $35,500,000. In the meantime, 
not one soldier has been recruited to 
care for and handle forts and guns. And 
before that period there were many old 
forts, guns and batteries for which not 
even a corporal’s guard could be de- 
tailed. The present condition of affairs 
is wasteful in the extreme. The appro- 
priations have been just and liberal, 
but the guns and forts, without trained 
men, are useless.”’ 


To Prevent Blacklisting. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The House 
Committee on Labor authorized a fa- 
vorable report on a bill introduced by 
Mr. Lorimer of Illinois, to prevent con- 
spiracies to blacklist. It provides that 
a combination to prevent the employ- 
ment of any person on a transportation 
line. because of participation in any 
strike or labor trouble, or membership 
in any lawful labor union or organiza- 
tion, shall be unlawful conspiracy, and 
punished as such. unless illegal acts 
were committed in connection with the 
strike or labor trouble. Any person 
injured by such conspiracy may sue 
for damages sustained, and, in cases 
where malice is shown, full exemplary 
damages may be recovered. Letters 
were received from P. M. Arthur of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers: E. E. Clark of the Railway 
Conductors, and W. V. Powell of the 
Railroad Telegraphers, all approving 
the bill. 


Conference Reports Agreed To. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The House 
today agreed to the conference report 
on the bill fixing the times and places 
for holding court in Utah, and refused 
to agree to the conference report 
which would have increased the pension 
of the widow of Capt. J. S. Paine 
from $20 to $30 a month. It agreed 
-to the report on the Legislative Appro- 
priation Bill, and. passed the bill to 
remove political disabilities from Colo- 
rado. William E. Simms, a Congress- 
man of ante-Bellum days.

WASHINGTON ,.Feb. 17.—The opening 
meeting of the First National Con- 
gress of Mothers was called to order 
by Mrs. Hearst, the widow of Senator 
Hearsi, who introduced President Mrs. 
Theodore W. Birney of Washington, 
who delivered an address. She stated 
the purposes of the congress to be in 
effect, the consideration of subjects 
bearing upon better and broader spir- 
itual, physical and mental training of 
the young.

Dibble’s 
amendment relating to the appointment 
of printing experts and accountants 
was stricken out and the resolution was 
adopted. 

ASSEMBLY.—The bills for the relief 
of the State Printing Office, special or- 
ders, were taken up. Dibble had two 
bills making appropriations aggregat- 
ing $75,000. Shanahan had a substitute 
naming $40,000 for the legislative 
printing of the session. The House 
went into committee of the whole and 
Shanahan made his amendment to 
Dibbie’s $40,000 bill, which was in effect 
that the bill was first to be approved by 
the Board of Examiners. Shanahan, 
Caminetti and Dryden spoke in favor 
of the amendment. 

After recess the Senate special file 
was made a special order for this even- 
ing. 

The report of the committee of the 
whole on Dibble’s bills, Nos. 863 and 
864, was adopted.

The Committee on Public Printing 
reported back the concurrent resolu- 
tion appointing Senators Dickinson, 
Gillett and Seawall and Assemblymen 
Price, Dennery and McLauren a joint 
committee to investigate the charges 
made by Gov.

Branch assistant clerk of the Assembly, 
the appointment to date from January 
ll, was adopted. 

The bill appropriating moneys for, im- 
provements at San Quentin and Fol- 
som was reported. adyersely by the 
Committee on Prisons. 

The amendment to the Civil Code in 
relation to common carriers was re- 
ported adversely by the Committee on 
Corporations. 

Assembly bills 902, 903, 904 and 905 
being substitutes for bills relating to 
highways and the Bureau of Highways 
were made special orders for Friday at 
2 p.m.

A NEW FOOD FISH. 


Gamey Fighter Appears 
Very Good Eating. 

[San Diego Union:] San Diego Bay 
has always furnished a fair variety 
of game and pan fishes. but since the 
extension of the goverrment jetty 
toward Zuninga shoals such fish as 
the barracuda, Spanish mackerel, sea 
bass, silver trout, etc., have from time 
to time appeared around the wharves 
and have furnished famous sport for 
the expert with rod and reel. Pricer to 
the building of the jetty the fish re- 
ferred to were rarely ever taken ex- 
cept outside the heads, and then with 
the troll or net. They appeared in- 
side the bay in schools for the first 
time in twenty or more years two sea- 
sons ago, and the event caused miuch 
speculation among the professional 
fishermen and anglers. 

Now some additional interest in the 
piscatorial lines has been created by 
the appearance of a peculiar sort of 
school fish of the gamey variety, a fish 
that is apparently unknown to the 
“oldest inhabitant’ as to the enthusi- 
astic and well posted angler. The fish 
has the corbina head, makes the 
croaking noise of the surf croaker, but 
has the color, scales and general shape 
of the well-known and gamey yellow 
fin. The newcomer takes almost any 
kind of bait, but seems particularly 
partial to the mud crawfish. As a pan 
fish he equals the silver trout. 

The first of these fishes were taken 
less than a month ago. They average 
from seven to ten inches in length, and 
take the bait without preliminary nib- 
bling. Over a hundred were landed 
from the Santa Fé wharf opposite the 
customs office between 3 and 4 o'clock 
the other afternoon. For want of a 
better mame they are called tom-cod, 
but they do not resemble this variety 
in any particular. The stranger seems 
to begin skirmishing for food around 
the wharves at about half incoming 
tide.

Instead of being 
m the usual position, the lamps are in- 
verted, and they are surrounded by 
opaque reflectors, which, while allow- 
‘ng no light to pass through them, re- 
flect the rays upward to the | ceiling. 
The shades are of heavy drawing paper. 
blue printed on the outside to make 
them more opaque. The celling, the 
side walls and all the furniture in the 
room, is painted white. The successive 
reflections from these surfaces fill the 
room with a mellow, diffused light. uwn- 
der which work so loses its irksomeness 
that the men linger at night over their 
drawings. Two of the lights are 
mounted over each drawing board: the 
light is said to be even more agree- 
able and restful to the eye than day- 
light, throwing no shadows upon the 
drawing paper from any direction.

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BAD ROADS AND IDLE MEN. 


The much talk that has been in- 
dulged in regarding a method of pro- 
viding work for the destitute unem- 
ployed in the city has not yet material- 
ized into anything definite. There 
are thousands of benevolently-disposed 
citizens in Los Angeles who are ready 
to lend financial assistance to any prac- 
tical scheme that may be devised, but 
such a scheme has not yet been forth- 
coming. 

It has been suggested that these men 
should be put to work on the new 
park. The first thing to do, however, 
should be to provide a convenient 
method of reaching the park site, in 
the shape of a first-class macadamized 
road. Parks are luxuries, while roads 
are necessities. For a city which in- 
vites health and pleasure-seekers from 
all over the world, Los Angeles is de- 
plorably behindhand in the matter of 
public roads. There should be at least 
half a dozen good, hard highways 
leading from this city to outside points 
within the county, such as Glendale, 
Pasadena, Alhambra, San Gabriel, 
Downey, San Pedro and Santa Monica. 
The present dirt roads are not only 
inadequate, being dusty in summer and 
muddy in winter, but they are very 
expensive, as they have to be con- 
stantly renewed. The proper material 
to use on the highways is broken rock, 
which makes a roadway that does not 
meed to be constantly sprinkled, thus 
saving a large amount of money. There 
are millions of tons of rock available 
within a few miles of this city. There 
are hundreds of idle men here await- 
ing employment, and willing to work 
at a low rate of wages. Why not haul 
in some of this rock, establish one or 
more rock piles, and set the men to 
work? 

There are several classes of citzens 
who are specially interested in such an 
enterprise and who might be expected 
to contribute liberally. First, there are 
wheelmen; secondly, the liverymen; 
thirdly, the owners of land along the 
roads. Ten the city would doubtless 
coat: ivute something toward the carry- 
ing out of such work within the city 
limits, while the Supervisors might 
turn into such a fund a portion of the 
road tax that is now expended in a 
most unsatisfactory manner. Any 
money received from the county funds 
could be utilized for the hire of neces- 


sary teams. 
Besides the classes mentioned as 
specially interested, every citizen of 


Los Angeles who drives or rides would 
take an interest in such a definite sys- 
tem of road improvement, and then, 
in addition, there is the large class of 
benevolent citizens who, as Above 
stated, are willing to contribute of 
their means to assist the unemployed 
as soon as a practical scheme. is 
adopted. 

Surely, with all these interested ele- 
ments, it should be possible to start 
such an enterprise going. If anything 
is to be done, however, it should be 
done at once. Neither talk nor news- 
paper discussion will improve bad 
roads or employ idle men. -

LEGISLATIVE MERCENARIES. 


The Duckworth steal, which is about 
as fragrant as a rotten mackerel on a 
moonlight night, will “bob up serenely” 
every day or two at Sacramento. It 
reminds one of the story in which an 
Irishman was tried. and acquitted by a 
jury for stealing and slaughtering a 
pig belonging to a widow.

OUR MODERN ROBESPIERRES. 


The conservative press of the ‘coun- 
try has had a long labor in trying to 
teach the laboring classes and the 
wage-working element that their worst 
enemy is the professional agitator, 
whose sole motive is to ride into office 
on their backs. He goes about the 
country just before election, telling 
the farmers how the capitalists and 
bankers are oppressing them; and then 
he returns to the city to sell out the 
labor vote as a large-sized “‘piece club” 
to whichever candidate will pay the 
most money for ita 

The city of Leadville, in Colorado, 
has just gone through a long period of 
strikes, in which industry of every de- 
scription was paralyzed and old “‘Cali- 
fornia Gulch” looked quieter than it 
was before ever the first vein of ar- 
gentiferous galena was opened at that 
place. The Herald-Democrat thus voices 
its opinion of the men who precipitate 
such strikes upon the community: 

“Then there is the labor agitator. 
He is generally a loud-voiced, boister- 
ous fellow, who sees the cloven foot 
of corporations and capital in every 
movement, no matter what its char- 
acter. He is the walking delegate in 
New York, Chicago and Boston, the 
inflated person who stalks abroad and 
with a commanding wave of his deli- 
cate white hand paralyzes the ambi- 
tion of enterprise and sends the work- 
ers to enforced idleness. He is the 
autocrat who stamps his iron heel and 
weeps imaginary tears of pain over the 
ill-conditioned lot of the wage-earners, 
while often he secretly interviews the 
master or the contractor and graciously 
permits his dupes to retufn to work 
for so much per verbal stipulation, 
paid in good government money by 
the employer. He dines off the best 
and sups luxuriously at, the expense 
of his fellows. When they are com- 
pelled to be satisfied with meager fare, 
his smug visage wears a contented and 
happy look behind a choice Havana.” 
That is just about the size of it, and 
states the question as plainly and 
neatly as the English language can 
possibly convey it. The labor agitator 
is an enemy to good order and social 
prosperity and never loses a chance to 
sustain his reputation as an all-around 
public pest. He wants agitation when 
everybody else wants peace. Com- 
menting upon this class of men, the 
Sacramento Bee fitly says: 

“There is present in all the troubles 
a class of men, the breath of whose life 
is agitation, who do not care for un- 
employed men, for starving women 
and children, so long as they can pose 
in the full glare of public notoriety. 
Such leaders have done greater harm 
to the working classes than all the 
schemes of grinding capitalists. Labor 
has not been injured any more by 
grasping syndicates than it has by its 
own Robespierres.”’ 

This is precisely the ground taken 
by Tue Tives upon this question, in 
return for which it has been boycotted 
and the good Lord alone knows what 
else. But it has gone along peace- 
fully as was possible under the cir- 
cumstances and never looked to right 
or left. Conscious in its knowledge of 
the right and its advocacy of justice, 
it has never once faltered while await- 
ing the dawn of returning reason. 

All the methods of the agitator are 
tricky and underhanded, not to say 
criminal. The barrier between’ the 
boycotter and the blackmailer is so 
narrow and ill-defined that it is hard 
to tell where one begins and the other 
leaves off. Sensible people are begin- 
ning to find that out, and the labor 
agitator is rapidly sinking to his 
proper level in the estimation of the 
truly industrious and sober workmen 
of the country. 


STREET-RAILWAY FRANCHISES. 


There is a bill now pending in the 
State Legislature which is of great im- 
portance, not only to street-railway 
companies, but to all who are inter- 
ested in the progress and prosperty of 
California cities. A delegation of citi- 
zens, headed by the Mayor of San 
Francisco, recently visited Sacramento 
to argue against the passage of this 
bill. The object of the bill is to change 
the present law regarding the granting 
of franchises to street-railway com- 
panies. The present law permits a new 
company to utilize the tracks of an 
existing line for five consecutive blocks, 
upon paying a fair remuneration for 
the privilege. Under this law, it is 
easy to see that a new company might 
come in and operate a long railway 
system without building much track, 
by running for five blocks over an 
existing road, then switching off for a 
few blocks and running five blocks 
more. It is true that this would not 


|be good railroad business, because it 


would be competing over the same ter- 
ritory, but it has happened before, and 
may happen again, that such fran- 
chises are applied for by parties who 
have no real intention of building and 
operating a road, but simply intend to 
hold such a franchise as a club over 
an existing company, for the purpose 
of extracting money. As THe TIMES 
stated some time ago, there is little 
doubt that the refusal of a South 
African syndicaté to purchase the 
street-railway systems of Los Angeles 
was largely due to the fact that under 
the existing law it is such an easy 
thing for a corporation to blackmail 
existing roads in the manner indicated. 

So much for that side of the question. 
On the other hand, the new law pro- 
railroad company apply- 
ing for a ‘fiew franchise shall only be 
permitted to utilize the tracks of an 
existing street-car system for five 
blocks altogether. This is going toe 
far in the opposite direction. Such a 
law would simply have the effect of 
preventing the ingress to the business 
center of any new street-railway sys- 
tems. It is not only the lines in opera- 


the franchises that have been plastered 
over many streets for the purpose of 
keeping other companies. out, 

It is evident that Los Angeles is on 
the eve of a great development in the 
building of suburban electric roads. 
Already a franchise has been applied 
for by the Terminal Company for the 
electrizing of its road to Pasadena. 
Flore roads, to Glendale, Whittier, 


tion that have to be considered, but’ 


discussed, and there is little doubt 
that, providing no obstacle is inter- 
posed, there will be within a few years 
electric lines running from Los Angeles 
to all those places, and to Redondo, 
Alhambra and other points in Los An- 
geles county, or even beyond. To be- 
come remunerative investments, how- 
ever, such roads must be able to 
obtain access to the business cen- 
ter. This they cannot do if they 
are not permitted to utilize more than 
five blocks in all of another street-rail- 
way system. The bill referred to 
should be modified, so as to strike a 
fair medium between the existing law 
and the one proposed. 

There are othef undesirable features 
about the existing law regarding the 
granting of franchises to street rail- 
road companies, and it would be well 
if they could be changed. It should 
be made more difficult, on the one 
hand, for new companies to obtain 
franchises over parallel routes of exist- 
ing lines, and on the other hand it 
should not be so easy for existing com- 
panies to acquire franchises for lines 
which they do not intend to construct, 
in order to keep out competition. In 
some eastern cities the city government 
exercises the power of deciding whether 
am application for a franchise is in the 
interest of the public or not, then 
granting or refusing it as they may 
see fit. Under such a system, with 
careful investigation of the rights of 
the case, no such flagrant instance of 
“freeze-out” competition would have 
been permitted as that of the parallel- 
ing of the lines of the old cable com- 
pany by the electric system, which 
gave Los Angeles a black eye among 
Chicago investors that will not be for- 
gotten for many a year. 


A Pennsylvania judge has sentenced 
to the penitentiary, for a term of ten 
years, the defaulting cashier of the 
Lebanon bank; and, while it is some- 
what unusual for defaulting bank offi- 
cials to be punished in any of the 
States, yet the sum embezzled was 
$100,000, so large that somebody must 
be a sore sufferer by the defalcation. 
The law should be amended so as to 
make the imprisonment five years for 
any sum of $5000 or less, with one 
year additional for each additional 
$1000 stolen up to $25,000; and a life 
sentence for any sum in excess of 
$25,000. The temptation is so strong 
for bank officials to use other people’s 
money in speculations on wheat, pork 
and other articles outside of the stock 
market that only some law ltke that 
will put a short stop to embezzlement. 


The Eternal City is not only the 
home of “the father, the Pope,” but it 
also seems, of late, to have become the 
home of “my uncle, the pawnbroker.”’ 
The official returns of the city govern- 
ment show that, despite the large 
amounts of money annually expended 
there by tourists from all parts of the 
world, there is a steady decline in civic 
prosperity. The tax collector reports 
that there are 60,000 families unable 
to pay taxes on their personal prop- 
erty; and the number of pledges in the 
pawnbrokers’ shops has reached 997,- 
000, on which the yearly interest 
amounts to 14,000,000 lire, equal to 
$2,800,000 of our money. At this rate 
it is not to be wondered at that Italy 
should annually turn out enough brig- 
ands to steal the whole world poor. 


American tin-plate manufacturers 
are now able to supply the entire 
home consumption of that commodity, 
and are practically doing so. This 
great industry, furnishing employment 
to between 20,000 and 30,000 men, was 
created by the McKinley tariff. So 
firmly has it become established that the 
McKinley rate of 2.2 cents per pound 
is no longer needed, and a duty of 1.5 
cents per pound has been decided upon 
by the Ways and Means Committee. 
This rate is only .3 of a cent higher 
than the duty imposed by the present 
law. Prices of tin plates have been 
reduced since 1890, when the McKinley. 
law was enacted, from $5.17 per box 
for Bessemer I. C., 14x20, to $3.35. 
This is one of the many beneficent re- 
sults of “McKinley protection.” 


The fact that the Russian govern- 
ment experts have reported favorably 
upon the Harveyized nickel steel made 
by the Bethlehem Iron Company for 
the Russian battleship Rostivlov, is a 
most satisfactory report to all who are 
interested in the advancement of 
American manufactures. The tested 
plate was one representing 1500 tons 
of the steel referred to, and its satis- 
factory test has led up to an order for 
two propeller shafts to be used on an- 
other new Russian vessel. In addition 
to these the same concern has received 
a contract from the Japanese govern- 
ment for the shafts and engine forg- 
ings for two new cruisers in process 
of construction near Hiogo.

A DETERMINED EFFORT MADE TO 
BRING IT ABOUT, — 


Atty.-Gen,. Smith, Ex-Minister Thurs- 
ton and A. S. Hartwell en Route 


to Washington to Confer with 
Minister Hatch.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 17.—Among 
the passengers from Honolulu today 
on the steamer Australia was Atty.- 
Gen. William O. Smith, who will pro- 
ceed at once to Washington to confer 
with Minister Hatch on annexation 
matters. His sudden departure was 
the outcome of a hurried meeting of 
the Hawaiian Cabinet after the arrival 
of the steamer Gaelic, which took to 
Honolulu important letters for Minister 
Hatch regarding annexation. 

Lorin A. Thurston, formerly Ha- 
waiian Minister at Washington, and A. 
S. Hartwell, another Honolulu annexa- 
tionist, will accompany Mr. Smith to 
Washington. 


“I go to Washington in the sole in-. 


terests of annexation,” said Atty.-Gen. 
Smith today. ‘Cable propositions or 
any other issue will be relegated to the 
rear. The Cabinet has deemed it ne- 
cessary, from the recent advices _re- 
ceived from Mr. Hatch, to have a rep- 
resentative of the Hawaiian republic 
in Washington with power to act, Mat- 
ters Which are of vital importance to 
these islands will probably come up 
during the fortnight that I will be in 
Washington, and the authority is 
vested in me to act-for this govern- 
ment. A great deal of valuable time 
can be saved in this way. It is closer 
political union with the Unitéd States 
that I shall work for while in Washing- 
ton.” 

The statement that Mr. Smith's visit 
to Washington is for the purpose of 
counteracting the influences that ex- 
Queen Liliuokalani may be exerting is 
most emphatically denied. 


Adjusting Ticket Commissions. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 17.—The roads of the 
Western Passenger Association met to- 
day for the purpose of equalizing com- 
missions. It was decided to ask the 
Southern Pacific and other roads that 
have been paying high commissions, to 
lessen their rates instead of compelling 
others to come up to their mark. It ts 
understood that the Southern Pacific 
will do this, and the fate of commis- 
sions throughout the territory of the 
Western Passenger Association will be 
thus equalized,

QUESTION INVOLVED IN AMEND, 


MENTS OF REVENUE LAWS.

National Banks Might Escape All 
Taxation Under the Present Con- 
stitutional Provisions, 


DOUBLE OWNERSHIP OF STOCKS 


SOLVENT CREDITS OF A BANK CAN- 
NOT BE ASSESSED. 


Stocks and Bonds are Taxed Under 
Private Ownership—Constitution 
Prohibits Double Taxation. 
An Interesting Opinion. 


An interesting question is presented 
in the effort now being made in the 
Legislature of this State to so amend 
the revenue laws as to provide for the 
assessment of the property of national 
banks. 

The Constitution of.the State provides 
that all property in the State, not ex- 
empt under the laws of the United 
States, shall be taxed in proportion to 
its value. And the word property is de- 
clared to include moneys, credits, bonds, 
stocks, dues, franchises and all other 
matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership. 

It is necessary, therefore, under the 
constitutional provisions, to assess all 
property which may belong to the bank, 
to it as a corporation. The Constitu- 
tion is mandatory to this end. Can the 
Legislature then make provision for the 
assessment of the shares of stock held 
by the stockholders? The Constitution 
of the State has been interpreted by the 
Supreme Court to prohibit double taxa- 
tion. If the property belonging to the 
corporation be assessed, can the cor- 
porate stock be also assessed? It would 
seem not. Congress has conferred the 
right to assess the stock of national 
banks to the holders thereof, but the 
State Constitution apparently prohibits 
this. And the Legislature of the State, 
in the session of 1881, incorporated a 
new section in the Political Code, ex- 
pressly excepting all shares of stock in 
corporations from assessment, on the 
ground that to assess such shares and 
the property of the corporation too 
would be double taxation. It is inter- 
esting to note in this connection, that, 
only such interests in the property of 
national banks can be subjected to tax- 
ation as Congress shall first, in express 
terms, authorize. Congress has author- 
ized the taxation of the real estate be- 
longing to the bank and the shares of 
stock held by the stockholders. But the 
Constitution of the State and the stat- 
utes enacted in pursuance of it prohibit 
the taxation of the shares of stook. 
And as Congress has not authorized the 
assessment of moneys on deposit or the 
solvent credits of a national bank, these 
cannot be assessed. So it would seem 
that between the legislation enacted by 
Comareen and that by the State, the 
national banks have an,excellent chance 
of escaping taxation altogether. 

The Supreme Court of the State has 
just decided that the moneys and solv- 
ent credits are not taxable. Upon the 
facts out of which arose the case of 
McHenry vs. Downer, recently decided 
by the State Supreme Court, C. C. 
Wright, now of this city but then resid- 
ing and practicing his profession at Mo- 
desto, gave an interesting opinion on 
this subject, which was sustained by 
the Supreme Court. 

Following is the substance of the 
opinion: 

Are solvent credits and money on de- 
posit at the First National Bank sub- 
ject to taxation? 

Section 5218, Revised Statutes of the 
United States, plainly confers on the 
State the power to assess to the indi- 
vidual holders of shares in the bank; 
it also confers power to assess the real 
estate belonging to the bank. The 
power to assess must, of course, be ex- 
ercised in accordance with the Consti- 
tution and legislative enactments of 
‘the State. 

But the power to make such assess- 


‘ment must be conferred by Congress or 


dt does not exist. So the power to as- 
sess any property belonging to a na- 
tional bank must be expressly author- 
ized by act of Congress. Section 5219, 
Revised Statutes, does not authorize 
the taxation of any property belonging 
to a national bank, other than its real 
estate. The shares of stock are to be 
assessed to the individual owners. The 
section of the United States statutes 
above cited provided that the Legisla- 
ture of each State may determine and 
direct the manner and place of taxing 
all the shares of national banking asso- 
ciations located within the State, etc. 

The only response made by the Legis- 


lature of this Staite to the authority : 


thus conferred is that found in section 
3608 of the Political Code of this State, 
wherein it is provided that “all prop- 
erty belonging to corporations shall be 
assessed and taxed, but no assessments 
shall be made of shares of stock, nor 
shall any holder thereof be taxed there- 
for.” ‘Thé language of this section is 
general and applied by its terms 
equally to all corporations. The lan- 
guage used is: “No assessment shall 
be made of shares of stock, nor shall 
any holder thereof be taxed therefor.” 
It will thus be seen that instead of 
making provision for the assessment 
of shares of national bank stock the 
Legislature of the State has in express 
terms prohibited the assessment of all 
classes of corporate stock. 

Recurring to the power of State agen- 
cies to assess the property of national 
banks other than shares of stock I have 
already foreshadowed the inevitable an- 
swer. The leading case on this subject 
is the case entitled McCullough vs. the 
State of Maryland. In that case the 
United States Supreme Court, speaking 
through Chief Justic Marshall, said: 
“If we apply the principle for which 
the State of Maryland contends (the 
power to tax national banks) to the 
Constitution generally, we shall find it 


| capable of changing totally the char- 


acter of that instrument. We shall find 
it capable of arresting all the meas- 
ures of government and of prostrating 
it at the foot of the States. The Ameri- 
can people have declared their Consti- 
tution and the laws made in pursuance 
thereof to be supreme, but this princi- 
ple would transfer the supremacy in 
fact to the States. If the State may 
tax one instrument employed by the 
government in the execution of its 
powers they may tax any and every 
other instrument. They may tax the 
mail; they may tax the mint; they may 
tax patent rights; they may tax papers 
of the custom-house; they may tax 
judicial process; they may tax all the 
means employed by the government to 
an excess which would defeat all the 
ends of government. This was not in- 
tended by the American people. They 
did not design to make their govern- 
ment dependent on the States. We are 
unanimously of the opinion that the 
law passed by the Legislature of Mary- 
land imposing a tax on the bank of the 
waleee States is unconstitutional and 
void.” 

The same doctrine has been con- 
tinuously maintained from the time the 
above decision was rendered until the 
present time. It has been over seventy 
years since the case last quoted from 
was decided. 

In a case decided on the 4th of Janu- 
ary, 1882, the United States Supreme 
Court passed upon the precise question 
presented here. In that case the court 
said: ‘““‘The single question in this case

is, whether the personal aseets and per- 
sonal property of an insolvent bank in 
the hands of a receiver appotnted by 
the Comptroller of the Currency are 
exempt from taxation under State law; 
and we have no hesitation in saying 
that jn our opinion they are not such 
property and assets and in legal con- 
templation still belo to the bank, 
though in the hands an a receiver, to 

administered under the law. The 
bank did not cease to exist on the ap- 
pointment of the receiver. Its corporate 
capacity continues until its affairs are 
finally wound up, and its assets dis- 
tributed. If the shares have any tax- 
able value they are taxable in the hands 
of the holders or owners, but the prop- 
erty held by the receiver is exempt to 
the same extent it was before his ap- 
pointment.” 

From these decisions it seems clear 
to me that solvent credits and money 
on deposit are not assessable against a 
national bank, and if it be conceded 
that section 3608 of the Political Code 
be valid, neither are shares of stock in 
a national bank, or in any other cor- 
poration, assessable. The real estate 
may be assessed at least so far as the 
general authority conferred by section 
5119 of the Revised Statutes is con- 
cerned. The authority conferred on the 
States by the statutes, it may be, 
should be expressly acted on by the 
Legislature of the State, providing the 
manner in which such assessments 
should be made, but inasmuch as the 
authority of the State to assess the rea] 
estate of national banks is not ques- 
tioned, a decision of this question is 
not necessary. 


RANK ABUSE OF POWER. 


HIGH-HANDED CONDUCT OF KANSAS 
POPULISTS. 


They Ride Roughshod Over the Re-" 
publican Minority in the Legis- 
lature and Pass Bills Without 
Knowing the Contents. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

TOPEKA (Kan.,) Feb. 17.—The ex- 
citing times experienced in the House in 
1893, when the Populist minority re- 
sisted the rule of the Republican ma- 
jority, was paralleled at today’s session 
of that body when the Populists over- 
rode the Republicans roughshod. 

At the opening of the session Charles 
Trueblood’s resolution to appoint a 
committee to revise the calendar was 
brought up for action. Speaker-pro- 
tem. Weilep gave the Republicans no- 
tice at the start that the majority 
would brook no obstruction from the 
Republicans. He would rule, he said, 
that the calendar could be revised by 
the vote of a bare majority. 

Cubbison (Rep.) protested that such 
action would require a two-thirds vote 
of the House, and Lambert said the 
courts would decide as illegal any bills 
which the Populists might pass in the 
manner indicated. 

Lambert demanded a roll call upon 
the appointment of the committee to 
revise, but the question was ignored by 
Speaker-pro-tem. Weilep, who put the 
question by a viva voce vote. Imme- 
diately the Republicans were in an up- 
roar demanding recognition and re- 
peatedly calling for a roll call. 

Weilep threatened them with the ser- 
geant-at-arms, but without avail, and 
then finally called up the first bill on 
the calendar. 

Amid increasing excitement, during 
which the Republicans mounted chairs 
and wildly gesticulated in an effort to 
gain a hearing, the clerk went through 
the formality of calling the roll on the 
first bill. Weilep stood unmoved and the 
clerk having finished the roll call, de- 
clared the bill passed. So great was 
the hubbub no one even knew the name 
of the bill. Unmoved, the Speaker pro 
—. ordered the reading of a second 

At this some of the Populists added 
a protest to that of the Republicans, 
“Constitution!” and ‘“‘Rev- 
olutionary!”’ were heard. All claims of 
recognition went unheeded until the 
second bill was announced passed. 
Further confusion was averted, finally, 
by a motion to take a recess, which 
carried. 

During the recess both sides of the 
House held caucuses and the Republic- 
ans decided to stand solid for their de- 
mand for roll call. Senator-elect Har- 
ris worked with the Populists to show 
them that Weilep’s ruling was wrong 
and that the minority did have the 
right to ask for a roll call. When the 
House reconvened there was no more 
disturbance, the clerk proceeding with 
the roll call, thus admitting the con- 
tention of the minority. 


DUESTROW’S BRAIN. 


An Examination Shows That it Was 
an Abnormal One, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

ST. LOUS, Feb. 17.—Owing to 
great difference of opinion as to 
condition of mind of the late Dr. Ar- 
thur Duestrow, the murderer of his 
wife and child, who was hanged at 
Union yesterday, a post-morten exami- 
nation of his brain was made today by 
a number of specialists. Dr. Lewis G. 
Tandy had charge of.the operation of 
laying bare the brain. He was assisted 
by Dr. A. H. Schott, the family physi- 
cian of the Duestrows, and a number 
of other physicians, who had*testified 
at the legal investigation into the mur- 
derer’s sanity, were present. 

The examination, which was but a 
cursory one, resulted in a conviction 
among ‘the physicians that Duestrow’s 
brain was im an abnormal condition. 
A careful microscopic examination will 
follow, and the results as they appear 
will be given to the public.

TO BE AWARDED TO EXHIBITORS 
OF CITRUS FRUIT.

Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
Citrus Exhibit to Be Held Next 
Week—Special Inducements Of- 
fered to Districts not Well 
Kaown. 


Three gold medals are to be awarded 
tothe fortunate exhibitors of the three 
best boxes of Washington navels, lemons 
and oranges of amy variety other than 
Washington navels shown to the Gold 
Medal Citrus Exhibit which will open 
at the Chamber of Commerce February 
23, and continue for five days. 

This exhibit is open to all Southern 
California growers of citrus fruit, and 
is designed especially to bring into 
prominence districts not familiarly 
known to the general public. Hereto- 
fore the gold medal of the Chamber of 
Commerce Citrus Exhibits has been 
awarded either to Ontario, Highland, 
Redlands or Riverside. The managers 
of the present exhibit wish to give the 


less prominent districts the chance to 
gain a gold medal and the fame that 
goes with it. 

The exhibit will be held in the ex- 
hibit room of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, Broadway and Fourth streets, 
and will be free to all visitors, no ad- 
mission fee being charged at the door. 
Three competent judges will be se- 
lected by the committee, which in- 
cludes E. F. C. Klokke, J. 8S. Slauson 
and Frank Wiggins. No judge may be 
a competitor. The exhibit is free to 
the exhibitors, as well as the public, 
as all fruit for the display will be trans-

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ported by the railroad companies free 
of charge, and will be received and 
placed in position without any expense 
to the exhibitor. is 

According to the rules of the exhibit, 
one box of each variety may be entered 
by each individual grower. No entry 
fee will be charged, but all fruit entered 
becomes the property of the Chamber 
of Commerce. Entries may be made 
up to and including February 23.. Par- 
ticular attention is paid to packing, it 
being the order of the committee that 
each box must be commercially packed, 
California or Messina style, and that 
all paper wrappers must be perfectly 
plain; but colored paper may be used. 
No brand or mark of any description 
will be allowed on or within the box. 
A perfect pack entitles the grower toa 
credit of ten points, so it is well worth 
striving for. The only mark allowed is 
the exhibitors name, postoffice address 
and variety of fruit, which must be 
plainly written on a card and attached 
to each box. A record will be made on 
a numbered diagram prepared by the 


the name and address. The card will 
be detached and a number placed 
theron instead, so that the judges will 
have no opportunity of knowing whose 
fruit they are examining. When the 


be replaced, and each individual given 
full credit for his donation.. 

The California scale for judging cit- 
rus fruits adopted by the State Board 
of Horticulture will be used as far as 
practicable. Under this scale, fruit 
larger than three and e quarter inches 
in diameter, or smaller than two and 
seven-sixteenths in diameter is subject 
to discount. A total number of a hun- 
dred and ten points will constitute per- 
fection, the extra ten points being 
added for pack and package. 


THE BELGIAN MARKET 


Very Favorable for California Dried 
Fruits. 

In a letter to the Chamber of Com- 
merce Charles J. Murphy, now sta- 
tioned in Belgium \as commissioner 
for the State of Iowa, and late special 
representatvie abroad of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
states the great demand in European 
countries for California wines and driea 
fruits. Mr. Murphy was sent abroad 
for the purpose of extending the de- 
mands and opening up the foreign mar- 
kets for agricultural and manufactured 
products of the United States, and he 
is consequently in a position to speak 
with authority upon the demand for the 
products of California. 

Mr. Murphy says that, although Bel- 
gium occupies but a small space upon 
the mep of Europe, its importance as 
a distributing center to the larger coun- 
tries should not be overlooked. It is 
within a few hours of Paris, London 
and Amsterdam, and but little farther 
from Germany. . 

After the placing of California wines 
in the Antwerp Exposition, where 
they were awarded the gold medal, they 
have been rapidly growing into popu- 
larity, and have commanded a good 
market. The same may be said of dried 
fruits, and in a far greater degree. So 
great is the demand that one firm alone 
in Belgium has 365 branch stores where 
California dried fruits are now offered 
for sale. 

In view of this large and increasing 
market, Mr. Murphy strongly urges 
that an exhibit be sent from California 
to the Brussels Exposition in 1897, 
which he believes will far exceed in 
importance the coming exposition at 
Hamburg.

STORM-DRAIN BOND MATTER IS 
A LIVE ISSUE.

Board of Public Works Co-operat- 
inc with the City Engineer in 
Preparing a Report, 


THE SCOTT FRANCHISE CASE. 


INTERESTING RULING BY SUPERIOR 
JUDGE CLARK, 


Three Damage Suits Progressing. 
Meeting of the Board of Super- 
visors—Charged with Obtain- 
ing Money Wrongfally. 


At the City Hall vesterday the Fire 
Commission held its regular session. 
Commissioner Vetter'’s absence was no- 
ticed and commented upon, he having 
resigned recently. Two firemen were 
“on the carpet” for offenses reported by 
the Chief. The City Engineer is work- 
ing with the Board of Public Works in 
preparing a recommendation § to the 
Council recardinge the canstruction of 
a storm-drain system. 

At the Courthouse yesterday an in- 
teresting decision was rendered on a 
point in the case of the people, ex rel 
Knealy, against Scott et al. The three 
damage suits in Departments Two, 
Three and Four were on trial, the one 
in Department Two going to the jury. 
The Board of Supervisors met and 
transacted the routine business, a man 
was held for forgery on a description 
from Oregon until the northern officers 
arrived, and a complaint was issued 
charging a young man with obtaining 
money under false pretenses. 


(AT THE CITY HALL.) 


THOSE STORM DRALNS. 


CITY ENGINEER PREPARING DATA 
FOR THE COUNCIL’S USE, 


Board of Public Works Determined 
to Bring the Matter Up as Soon 
as Possible—Probable Cost of 
the Work. 


City Engineer Dockweiler, under the 
direction of the Board of Public Works, 
is preparing data in relation to the 
building of a storm-drain system, to 
cost about $400,000, and to be paid for 
with money obtained from the sale of 
bonds issued by the city for the pur- 
pose. 

In The Times of last Saturday it was 
stated that the Board-of Public Works 
had determined to recommend to the 
Council that an election be called, when 
the people might vote on the question 
of issuing bonds for this purpose. It 
Was not stated that the recommenda- 
tion would be presented last Monday, 
although by some it has been assumed 
that because the matter Was not dis- 
cussed openly during the Council ses- 
sion on that day the idea had been 
given up by the Board of Public Works. 

The assumption was a mistaken one. 
The board held a lengthy consultation 
with City Engineer Dockweiler on Mon- 
day and as the result of that confer- 
ence decided to allow the engineer a 
week in which to collate data on the 
subject, the data to be used by the 
board in making its report to the Coun- 
cil on the proposition. 

Since that time Mr. Dockweliler has 
not been idle. He is not ineurring any 
expense in his work to be borne by the 
city, other than the salaries of his reg- 
ular office force. a portion of whose 
services he is using, but he is, never- 
theless, doing a great deal of valuable 
work. 

It is peculiarly fortunate for the en- 
gineer that his past occupancy of the 
office he holds gave him a knowledge 
of the citys topography, and an ac- 
quaintance with the prans for a storm- 
drain system which were prepared by 
Fred Eaton during the latter’s term 
of office as City Engineer. 

What would be an extensive and ex- 
pensive piece of work without such an 
acquaintance with the plans and pre- 
vious work of his predecessor, is madea 
comparatively light and inexpensive 
proceeding with such an acquaintance. 
Mr. Dockweiler proposes to make, how- 
ever, a radical change in part of 
Eaton's plans for a storm-drain sys- 
tem. 

Where Eaton contemplated making 
a detour around the summit of the hill 
portion of the city, carrying the drains 
at least two miles away from the direct 
course to the river, Dockweller pro- 
poses cutting a tunnel through Second 
street, thus effecting a saving in mate- 
rial and iabor, and adding immensely 
to the efficiency of the system. 

Dockweliler has consulted some of the 
leading engineers in the city upon the 
feasibility of this tunnel, and his own 
views have been concurred in by his 
associates. A profile of the work is 
now being made in the City Engineer's 
office. and illustrates very clearly 
when seen, the amendment which the 
City Engineer proposes making to Fred 
Eaton's former plans. 

By making this change the estimates 
prepared by Mr. Eaton can be scaled 
down a good deal; that is, if $77.000 
is considered a good deal. Mr. Dock- 
weiller calculates that that amount 
would be saved by carrying out his 
plan. Fred Eaton estimated that the 
storm-drain system planned by him 
would cost the city $527.000. He divided 
the city into sections for the purposes 
of drainage after this fashion, estimat- 
ing the amount required for each sec- 
tion as follows: 

College and Mission streets, $30,000: 
Arroyo de los Posos, $12,000: Hollenbeck 
Arroyo, $30,000; Mozart and Workman 
streets, $55,000; Second street, $52,000; 
Flower and Ninth streets, $292,400, this 
being the route which Dockweililer pro- 
poses to shorten with his Second-street 
tunnel; Pico street, $35,000: Seventh 
street, $13,000; total, $527,000. Mr. 
Dockweiler is confident that this work, 
as planned by him, with the cheapness 
of oo at this time can be done for 


“That seems like a great big lot of 
money, doesn’t it?’ said Mr. Dockweiler 
yesterday. ‘“‘But here’s another side to 
ft. Sooner or later we've got to have 
such a system. Every year we spend 
at least $10,000 in repairing our graded 
streets, in purchasing gravel and do- 
ing the work necessary. The greater 
part of this money would be saved with 
a storm-drain system. That, mind 
you, is leaving out of account the com- 

‘fort and convenience of the people. who 
suffer during every rainstorm because 
of the condition of the streets. I'm 
simply talking now about the $10,000 a 
year we spend on the streets because 
we have no storm-drain system. 

“Well, suppose we issue bonds to the 
amount of $400,000 at 44% per cent., and 
rhake a sinking fund of $10,000, which, 
with the interest, would give us $20,000 
to pay the first year. Why, we're talk- 
ing now, or have been, of raising $20,000 
to give the unemployed work, on the 
streets or elsewhere, 


with the pros- 
pects, perhaps, of having todig up an- 


get in return won't be permanent. 
Whereas if we build this storm-drain 
system we put out our money, get a re- 
turn from it in the shape of the storm 
drainy make a permanent improvement 
and give the unemployed work. The 
project is not only feasible but ad- 
mirable, and it seems to me should 
commend itself to all who consider it 
even casually.” 

Street Superintendent Drain con- 
firmed the statement made by the City 
Engineer as to the $10,000 spent annu- 


ally on the streets. He thought the 
estimate rather low. His force, he de- 
clared, had been kept busy since the 


first of the year repairing the damage 
done by storm water, which a proper 
storm-drain system would have obvi- 
ated almost altogether. 

Councilman Blanchard, chairman of 
the Board of Public Works, is intent 
upon having the Council call an elec- 
tion for the purpese of issuing bonds, 
and believes that the time is ripe for 
such an improvement to be made, con- 
sidering that the growth of the city and 
its consequent greater area of graded 
streets renders it imperative that a 
storm-drain system be constructed at 
this time or as soon as possible. The 
fact that the unemployed would bene- 
fit greatly by the carrying out of the 
enterprise, Councilman Blanchard con- 
siders an additional reason why the 
matter shrould be pushed forward at 
this time. 

Councilman Ashman, a member of 

the board, agrees heartily with Mr. 
Blanchard anid believes the bonds weuld 
carry at election. Councilman 
Mathuss, ‘the third member of the 
board, is disposed to be non-committal in 
the matter, but will hardly fail of giv- 
ing his support to the board when it 
presents its report to the Council. 
Mayor Snyder indorses the board's 
action, declaring that the sooner the 
bonds could be issued and the storm- 
drain system constructed, the better for 
the. city and the people in it. 
“TIT am on record,” said the Mayor, 
“as favoring this and hope to see the 
Council bring it to pass. The people 
should have a chance to vote on the 
question, and I have not a particle of 
doubt as to what their verdict would 
be. Let the Board of Public Works’ 
report in the matter be adopted, pro- 
vided its provisions are wise and in 
line with what is now understood to be 
their ideas, and then let the election 
be held at once, the bonds voted, the 
storm-drain system built, the city per- 
manently improved, the poor helped, 
and the question of good streets in 
Los Angeles settled for many years to 
come.” 


FIREMEN ON THE CARPET. 


Heavy Fine Imposed on a Derelict 
Captain. 
There was a notable vacancy in the 
Board of Fire Commissioners at its 
meeting yesterday morning, when, for 
the first time, in several years, Com- 
missioner Vetter’s seat was empty. 
Mr. Vetter resigned his office last Mon- 
day, for reasons which have been given 
before, .these being bound in his con- 
nection with the recently-organized 
Home Telephone Company. There 
have been very few meetings of the 
Fire Commission at which Mr. Vetter 
was not present. 
There was no formal action taken 
yesterday by the Commission, relative 
to Mr. Vetter’s absence, but remarks 
anent his past work in the board 
were made by the Commissioners, who 
united in extolling his zeal while a 
member of the board. ’ 
Chief Moore in his weekly report 
yesterday preferred charges against 
two firemen whose cases were con- 
sidered by the board. 
Because he failed to report to As- 
sistant Chief Smith at a recent fire,, 
James Johnson, captain of Chemical 
Company No. 1, was fined $20 by the 
board. 
In addition to the fine, Chief Moore 
was directed to reprimand the fireman, 
and notify him that a repitition of 
the offense would result in his dis- 
charge from the department. 
Johnson on the l4th inst., responded 
to an alarm from box 123, instead of 
box 15. thus making an error which 
the Commission usually passes over 
with a reprimand. But the fireman, in 
addition to this blunder, refused, or 
neglected to report at the fire to As- 
sistant Chief Smith, when ord>*red to 
do so by the latter. The Con:mission 
considered this refusal or neglect to be 
worthy of se.,e¢rc rebuke imposed 
the fine and reprimand accordingly. 
Johnson was not alone on the carpet. 
Cc. G. Anderson, driver of cart No. 2, 
failed to respond to practice drill on 
the 14th inst., and was summoned be- 


fore the Commission yesterday, and 
reprimanded for his dereliction. 
Chief Moore asked for, and was 


granted more time in which to handle 
the case of the Chinese laundry at 
781 San Pedro street. 

The Chief recommended the plac- 
ing of a fire alarm box near the Los 
Angeles Soap Company's factory, and 
a fire hydrant in the same vicinity, as 
petitioned for by the company. The 
latter portion of the recommendation 
was adopted. 

City Electrician, Francis’s report of 
work done during the past week Was 
received and ordered filed. 

A petition from H. C. Bohrman for 
permission to erect a carriage factory 
in the Rowan tract was referred to 
the Chief. 

Applications for appointment as call- 


men were received from Stenhen 
Quirolo, G. W. Rushton and W. C. 
Mills.

OVER A FRANCHISE. 


JUDGE CLARK GIVES A DECISION 
DENYING THE MOTION, 


The Scott Franchise Case—Action in 
the Nature of a Writ of "Quo 
Warranto”’ to Obtain a Judgment 
Declaring a Franchise Void. 


Superior Judge Clark of Department 
Two filed an,opinion in the case of the 
People ex rel. Keneally against Scott et 
al.. which is somewhat novel and inter- 
esting. The action is in the nature ofa 
writ of quo warranto, brought by the 
Attorney-General at the relation of 
John Kenealy, to obtain a judgment de- 
claring void the Scott electric-lighting 
franchise granted July 15, 1895, and as- 
signed to the West Side Lighting Com- 
pany. Scott's bid was $107 and free 
lights for the City Hall. Mr. Spruance 
bid $506 for the franchise, and the con- 
tention of the plaintiff is that Mr. Scott 
was not the highest bidder and that the 
awarding of the franchise to him is 
therefore void, and that the West Side 
Lighting Company is exercising and 
enjoying the franchise without right. 

The answer of the defendants after 
its denial alleges that Spruance’s bid 
was not made in good faith, but was in 
the interest of the Los Angeles Light- 
ing Company and for the purpose of 
preventing competition in furnishing 
electric light, heat and power to the 
city, and alleges that the City Council 
properly and legally determined that 
the Scott bid was the highest and best 
bid. 

The defendants offered to prove that 
the action was brought in the interest 
and at the expense of the Los Angeles 
Lighting Company, and that the object 
of the action was to benefit that cor- 
poration. The cause was called for 
trial and defendants moved for con- 
tinuance. 

Judge Clark says the defendants 
cannot now be permitted to explore the 
mind of the relator and investigate the 


complaint to the Attorney-General, or 
that hea was inatigated by the Los An- 


motives that prompted him iu making’ 


geles Lighting Company, but that this 
should not be constructed as a ruling 
that the defendants cannot be per- 
mitted to show in defense that a judg- 
ment excluding them from the exercise 
of the franchise would work a public 
injury, and for that reason should not 
have been made. 

' The question whether the Council 
could or the Court can investigate and 
adjudicate that the Spraunce bid was 
not made bona fide, and whether the 
Council could take into consideration 
the offer to furnish lights for the City 
Hall, Judge Clark holds are all ques- 


tions of importance raised by the plead- 
insrs. 
“But, he concludes, “if the purpose 


of the counsel was to bring them be- 
fore the court by the offer of proof on 
the motion for a ‘continuance, that 
purpose has not been attained. The 
objections to the offer as made are sus- 
tained. The case will, upon stipulation 
or motion, be set for trial.’’ 


DAMAGES WANTED. 


The Daneri Sulit, the Welsh Suit, and 
the Spreckens Suit, 
The Daneri suit for $6000 damages 
against the Southern California Rail- 
way Company was on trial again yes- 
terday before Judge Van Dyke and a 
jury in Department Four. The prose- 
cution produced a number of wit- 
nesses who lived on property adjacent 
to that over which the litigation was 
brought. The principal trend of the 
testimony was that the land in ques- 
tion was, before December, 1889, worth 
all the way from $100 to $125 per acre. 
and that it was at the present time 
comparatively valueless, some of the 
witnesses stating its value at from $10 
to $35 per acre. 
The evidence further showed that the 
property in question was covered with 
fine, rich soil prior to the flood, and 
that grains and fruits could be raised 
thereon in abundance, while now, it 
is noted for its lack of fertility alone. 
Furthermore, the witnesses stated that 
even if the fertility of the soil would 
admit of the planting and raising of 
cereals, etc., the water covered the 
land every time the rain was of three 
or four days duration, and did not 
subside until it was too late in the 
spring to plant anything. There was 
also a layer of sand invariably de- 
posited by the water, varying in depth 
from six inches to three and a half 
eet. 
In the damage suit for $20,000 brought 
by Thomas Welsh against the Los An- 
geles Railway Company, for the loss 
of a- foot and other injuries, which 
was on trial before Judge York and 
a jury yesterday in Department Three, 
the defense employed the day in an 
endeavor to prove negligence on the 
part of the street railway employés. 
The motorman who was in charge of 
the car which it is supposed caused 
the accident, testified to having seen 
the man lying by the track only ten 
feet in front of the car. He stopped 
the car as soon as he could, and when 
he went back to where the man lay, 
found him unconscious. The defense 
placed a discharged or former employé 
of the company on the stand, and en- 
deavored to prove that the motorman 
was negligent in not stopping the car 
sooner than he did. 
The damage suit for $5500 in which 
M. J. Speckens was the plaintiff, and 
Joseph H. Steck the defendant, was 
argued and submitted to the jury be- 
fore Judge Clark in Department Two 
yesterday. The jury were out some 
time and finally rendered a verdict for 
the defendant. 


ONLY TWENTY MINUTES. 


Deputy Sheriff White Locates a Man 
in Short Order. 
A letter was received by Sheriff Burr 
Tuesday evening from Sheriff B. C. 
Agee of Douglass county, Oregon, con- 
cerning a man by the name of B. F. 
Hollis, who was wahted in Oregon for 
forgery. Hollis was indicted December 
11, 1894, for forging certain .notes for 
considerable sums of money and was 
recently located in Los Angeles. 
The letter from Oregon gave Hollis’s 
description, and stated that part of 
three fingers of his left hand had been 
taken off by a sloping cut. Hollis for- 
merly worked for the Singer Sewing 
Machine Company. 
Deputy Sheriff Will A. White was sent 
out to find the man,and thought: he had 
done so: before’ he ‘had been: hardly 
twenty minutes on the trail. White 
found a man who tallied with the de- 
scription in the letter. He had applied 
to the Los, Angeles branch of the 
sewing machine company for work, 
and soon traced him to his departure 
last week for Ventura. The facts of the 
case and the man’s description were 
telephoned to the Sheriff at Ventura, 
and the officer soon had his man lo- 
cated and under arrest. 
Deputy Sheriff White started for 
Ventura yesterday to bring Hollis, if 
it is he, to Los Angeles, and a tele- 
gram to Sheriff Agee of Roseburg was 
immediately sent.

HE BLEW THE TRUMP. 


Congregation Thought is Was Ga- 
briel’s and There Was Trouble. 


[New York Sun:] Will A. Couch- 
man, a famous character in Clark 
county, Kentucky, died recently. He 
was one of the keenest sportsmen in 
eastern Kentucky, and his death re- 
calls a memorable incident in one 
of his hunting trips. 

Couchman had been out all day, and 
after nightfall was tramping back 
home with two companions. Their 
way led by a church where there was 
a revival meeting going on. A power- 
ful exhorter was in charge, and the 
mourners’ bench was crowded. Excite- 
ment was running high in the congre- 
gation, and people were standing on 
the benches listening to the shouters. 
Couchman had forced his way up to 
the front, when an old woman came 
up the aisle, clapping her hands and 
shouting at the top of her voice. When 
she reached Couchman she threw her 
arms around his neck, exhorting him 
to be saved. 

Couchman was embarrassed, and be- 
came a good deal more so, when, in 
the swaying, she knocked out of his 
pocket a flask in which there was a 
little whisky. The old woman was an 
ardent advocate of temperance, and 
Mr. Couchman’s reputation was well 
known, so she at once began scream- 
ing that he had brought whisky to 
the. meeting to aid the devil in his 
work. Angered and mortified, Couch- 
man and his friends withdrew from the 
auditorium. They were unwilling to 
leave the place altogether, however, 
as the exhorters were loud and busy. 
The church had a second story, which 
could be reached from the outside. by 
a ladder. One of the men pronosed 
that they go un to the loft, and this 
they did without disturbing the excited 
throng below. The planks were loosely 
laid on the floor, and it was easy to 
see and hear. Several were shouting, 
and the old woman who had tackled 
Couchman was particularly active. The 
preacher stood at the foot of his pulpit 
and exhorted all to flee the wrath to 
come. He was ready to die him- 
self; he was prepared to meet his 
Maker when the world came to an 
end. Signs showed that the judgment 
day was not far off. ‘‘Praise the Lord, 
I am giad of it,” he shouted. “I wish 
it was here now. I wish Gabriel would 
blow his horn this minute. Oh, Ga- 
briel, we're a-waiting!’’ 

This stiggestion was more than 
Couchman could stand. He had his 
hunting-horn with him, and, putting 
it to his lips, blew two or three loud 
and sonorous blasts. The’ mournful 
noise seemed to the excited preacher 
and mourners a direct response from 
above, and a panic followed. Mr. 
Couchman always maintained that the 
preacher walked or ran out of the 
church over the heads of the congre- 
gation. It didn’t take long to empty 
the meeting-house, and the woods were 
filled with fugitives. Some got home 
and others hid untjl the next day, ex- 
pecting every minute to see a rain 
of fire and brimstone. 

The story soon got out, and it caused 
intense indignation. Couchman was 
indicted by. the grand jury for disturb- 
ing public worship. He left the county. 
It was vears before he dared return, 
and still longer before he was for- 
given.

* MINING NOTES. 


The Calaveras Chronicle says a 
twenty-days’ run at the Infernal gravel 
mine at Chili Guich, Calaveras county. 
owned by Anthony & Cope, yielded 
$1200. 

The Morning Star gravel mine of 
Placer county, which is becoming fa- 
mous as a dividend proposition, de- 
clared its seventy-fourth dividend on 
the Ist inst., of $4 a share. 

Notwithstanding the political trou- 
bles in the Transvaal at the beginning 
of the year, the output of gold from the 
Witwatersrand district for 1896 is the 
same as 1895, about 2,080,000 ounces. 


Deep development mining is meeting 
gratifying results in Amador county. 
At the Onieda mine the shaft has 
reached a depth of 650 feet, and the 
longest steam-hoisting works in the 
State has been erected. 

N. Borwick, a rich English manufac- 
turer, who owned the largest amount 
of stock in the Golden Feather mine 
and the Banner quartz mine, died re- 
cently in Oroville. The body will be 
shipped to England for burial. 


The Oroville Register says the Golden 
Fissure mine, an Oakland enterprise 
is doing first-rate and running night 
and day, Good building have been 
erected and it looks as if the company 
was permanently located. 

The gravel being extracted from the 
Glen Consolidated mine, Upper For. 
est Hill Divide, is yielding from $4.54 
to $5 per car, and the gold is very 
coarse, and it is a common thing for 
the workmen to pick out nuggets from 
the breast weighing $5 and over. 

The new owners of the Edna mine 
were put in possession of the mine on 
the 28th of January and they immedi- 
ately put men at work cleaning out 
the shaft, preparatory to starting sink- 
ing, Ten men were at work at the 
mine by the first of the month. 

The Ranchita mine, in the Juliar 
district, continues to produce good ore, 
and is more promising than ever. A 
crushing of thirty tons of rock the 
other day produced seventy-five ounces 
of gold, or about $1200. The five-stamp 
mill at the mine is entirely too smal) 
to do the work required. 

The statement that the Thistle Shaft 
Company had commenced the work of 
pumping out their mine was prema- 
ture. The pumps were started up as 
stated, but it seems, says the Plumas 
Bulletin, as if this was done merely 
to determine whether the water could 
be perceptibly lowered or not. 

The task of driving the big tunnel 
of the Eureka drift mine is drawing to 


a close. Only. about twenty feet more. 


remains to be rin to finish the hole 
to the 1900-foot mark. Mr. Chappellet 
intends to make the upraise at that 
point.. He has been only a little over 
a year in driving this tunnel. 

At the Amador Queen mine a mew 
record for sinking has been made. 
Sam Harvey, the well-known miner,- 
is the contractor and attends to the 
timbering, his partners being J. Kitto 
(who. in conjunction with Harvey held 
the drilling contest championship for 
many years,) John Fox, Hart Roberts, 
Sam Harris, J. Staples and Joe Jefford. 

The Anita mine is giving promise 
of great things. The so-called Bright 
chimney of ore has been drifted 
through and is found to be 200 feet 
in length, at the 500 level, and ranges 
from three to seven feet in thick- 
ness. This ore is of the same char- 
acter as that so valuable in the Ken- 
nedy mine, being so pronounced by 
the best experts in this section. 

Recently a body of fine ore was 
opened up in the 600-foot level of the 
Pittsburgh mine, near Grass Valley. 
They have run in about forty feet on 
the vein. A piece of the ore weigh- 
ing about fifty pounds was brought to 
Grass Valley. It was filled with sul- 
phurets of good quality, and also 
showed free gold all through the rock, 
and wds estimated to be worth about 
$30 per ton.

On Monday, the Ist inst., a five-foot 
vein of very rich ore was uncovered 
in the Norwegian mine on the south 
side of the Stanislaus River, near 
Robinson's ferry. The mine was re- 
cently purchased from the Lawsons, 
whom it has made independently rich. 
The quartz fairly glistens with gold, 
and carries a high grade of sulphurets. 
It is estimated that the ore already 
extracted will yield $10,000 in free gold, 
and the end is not yet. . 

The Allison Ranch mine is to be re- 
opened and worked to its fullest ca- 
pacity. The Allison Ranch mine has a 
unique history. In the height of its 
prosperity it was purchased by J. B. 
Haggin and A. E. Davis. In 1866 it led 
all Nevada county mines, and two 
years later it had paid over $3,000,000 
in dividends. One day a miner’s pick 
tapped a vein of water, and in a few 
minutes the mine was flooded. The 
water poured in in such volume that it 
could not be pumped out, and the mine 
was abandoned.

HELD IN HEAVY BAIL. 


HASTINGS AND MRS. WEAVER AR.- 
RAIGNED YESTERDAY. 


Their Counsel Asked for Light Bail, 
but Were Unsuccessful—The Med- 
ical Electric Specialist Was Cool, 
but Looked Harassed, 


The medical electric specialist, ‘‘Dr.’’ 
C. S. Hastings, and his co-partner and 
nurse, Mrs. A. C. Weaver, who are 
under arrest for performing a criminal 
operation on Lillian Hattery which 
caused her death, were arraigned be- 
fore Justice Rossiter yesterday after- 
noon. Deputy District Attorney James 
appeared for the prosecution and 
Henry T. Gage, Esq., and John T 
Jones, Esq., acted im behalf of the de- 
fendant. 

The old man, Hastings, was quiet 
and composed in manner, but his face 
wore a harassed look, and appeared 
to resent the curiosity of the crowd 
which had gathered about his ill-smell- 
ing reputation. Mrs. Weaver was ner- 
vous and fidgeted in her chair, shift- 
ing her eyes from floor to ceiling, as if 
in search of some pleasant object to 
look at. She appeared sick and anxious. 

Coungel for the defense contended 
that a mederate bail was all that was 
necessary to insure the presence of the 
prisoners at the preliminary examina- 
tion, but the prosecution bersistently 
held out that the.gravity of the charge 
called for heavy surety. Justice Rossi- 
ter evidently was of the latter opinion. 
and he fixed the bail for Hastings at 
$15,000 and for Mrs. Weaver at $7500. 
The preliminary examination was set 
for Saturday, February 20. Neither of 
the accused was able to secure bail 
last night, but it is understood that 
their attorneys will renew their at- 
tempt to have their bail reduced. 


Sentence Deferred, 

Fred H. Pope, who was found guilty 
last week for a second time of lifting 
small articles of hardware, was to have 
been sentenced yesterday, but owing to 
the absence of Justice Owens, who 
heard the case, sentence was deferred 
until this afternoon at 1 o'clock.

O'KEEFE ARRAIGNED. 


THE BAIL FIXED AT TWENTY 
THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


Both of the Wounded Men are Do- 
ing Well—Gebhardt Taken to 
His Home and Anderson to the 
Sisters’ Hospital. 


William O’Keefe, known more com- 
monly as Charlie Keith, who shot two 
men Tuesday night in the Elite saloon 
on Spring street, was arraigned yes- 
terday afternoon before Justice Rossi- 
ter. Two distinct charges of assault 
with intent to commit murder were 
lodged against him by Detective 
Steele. 

At the time of his appearance in 
court he head not yet secured an at- 
torney, although he explained that he 
was taking steps to be represented by 
counsel. His bail was fixed at $10,000 
in each case, for assault upon Harry 
Anderson and upon David M. Gebhardt. 
O’ Keefe’s examination was set for this 
afternoon at 2 o’clock to be reset. It 
is probable that considerable delay will 
necessarily be incurred in these cases, 
owing to the condition of the men 
who were shot preventing their appear- 

ce in court. 

“O’ Keefe’s face showed the effects of 
the battering which he is said to have 
received at the hands of Bob Ander- 
son, the brother of the wounded man, 
prior to the shooting. His face was 
slightly cut in several places, and 
his left eye was very much bloodshot 
and. discolored. He seemed perfectly 
self-possessed, and did not shrink in 
any way from the staring crowd that 
was in attendance. 

Gebhardt, who was shot in the back 
and had a narrow escape from death, 
owing to the interposition of a rib, was 
taken in a hack from the Receiving 
Hospital to his home yesterday morn- 
ing. His wound is not considered very 
serious, and his condition up to this 
morning showed every favorable as- 
pect that could be anticipated. 

Anderson, the other wounded man, 
seemed to suffer great pain yesterday, 
and was kept more or less under the 
influence of opiates all the time. In 
the afternoon his brother, Bob Ander- 
son, called at the Receiving Hospital 
with an ambulance and removed the 
«wounded man to the Sisters’ Hospital. 
There have been no new dangerous de- 
velopments in his case.

THE BANK OF FRANCE. The char- 


ter of the Bank of France expires next 
year, and the bank officials have been 
in negotiation with the government for 
some time to arrange the terms upon 
which a renewal of the charter will be 
granted. The Bank of France has al- 
Ways been exceptionally strong, having 
accumulated the largest amount of 
currency, both gold and silver, of any 
of the European national banks. The 
charter of the bank is to be renewed 
and extended, under the agreement just 
reached, for twenty-three years, but 
with some changes. The limit of ‘the 
note issue is raised from f.4,000,000,000 
to £.5,000,000,000—$1,000,000,000. New. bur- 
dens, however, and new services are 
imposed. The bank is to advance to the 
government f.40,000,000 free of interest, 


and is to renounce interest on loans 
made to the government in 185; and 
aggregating f.140,000,000. About 


f.7,000,000 of the bank's notes are sup- 
posed to have been destroyed, having 
been out for a long time and never pre- 
sented for redemption. The bank is not 
to gain by this loss of the note-hold- 
ers. The government takes the f.7,000,000 
and assumes the responsibility of re- 
deeming the notes if they are ever pre- 
sented. 


COMMERCIAL, 

IMPORTING HOPS. Maier & Zobe- 
lein, the Los Angeles brewers, recently 
imported some hops from Germany. 
This looked very much like carrying 
coals to Newcastle, as the Pacific Coast 
is noted forits hops, which are selling 
at a very low price, and are largely ex- 
pomed to Eurone, where they are held 
in high esteem. Inquiry brought out 
the explanation that Pacific Coast hops 
while excellent in every way for the 
manufacture of ale. and porter, are not 
so well adapted to be used exclusively 
in the manufacture of lager beer, as 
they possess certain qualities which 
need to be toned down by the admix- 
ture of European hops.

BUSINESS OUTLOOK IN THE

The day’s receipts at Min- 
neapolis and Duluth were only 165 cars, com- 
pared with 218 a week ago and 342 on the 
corresponding day of last year. Chicago in- 
spected twelve cars into store. The dectine 
following the first advance brought the price 
of May down to 73% and was caused by a 
sharp break in St. Louis, where May sud- 
denly slumped from 84% to 82%, and the re- 
port was circulated that the break was due 
to the fine outlook for the growing wheat in 
the Southwest. This naturally led to a good 
deal of liquidation. Prices soon rebounded to 
74% and later, after considerable hesitation, 
started on a little boom and had got to 74 
by 12:30. The market closed firm at 74% bi 
for May.

IMPORTANCE OF PROTECTION TO} Fair Prospect of a New Fish-can- 


LOCAL ORANGE-GROWERS. 


Statistics Concerning the Indastry 
Presented at a Meeting Last 
Evening—Real Estate Notes—A 
Petty Prosecution — News Notes 
and Personals. 


PASADENA, Feb. 17.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The citrus fruit-grow- 
ers of Pasadena appear to be singularly 
blind to their own interests, and to 
the injury inflicted upon the citrus in- 
dustry by foreign competition. A good 
attendance was expected at the meet- 
ing in the Board of Trade rooms this 
evening, but a mere handful were 
present. The object of the meeting 
was to coiperate with the California 
Citrus Growers’ Tariff Committee in se- 
curing at the coming session of Con- 
gress adequate protection for the citrus 
fruits of this State. Nothing could be 
of greater importance to those en- 
gaged in this industry, and it was 
therefore hoped that the meeting 
would be a representative one. The 
threatening weather may have been 
partly responsible for the small at- 
tendance, but it was felt by those pres- 
ent that the importance of the object 
in view should have brought out every 
and lemon-grower in the 
city. 

It' is estimated that the oranges and 
lemons shipped from Pasadena alone 
yield to the growers not less than $45,- 
000 annually, and this sum would be 
largely increased if an adequate pro- 
tective tariff should be established. Self- 
interest would therefore dictate an ac- 
tive codperation with the effort now 
being made to secure the desired leg- 
islation by Congress. 

Owitng to the small attendance, the 
ineeting was an informal one. George 
F. Kernaghan gave some interesting 
Statistics concerning the orange pro- 
duction of Southern California. The 
annual crop may be conservatively es- 
timated at 8000 carloads. At a freight 
rate of 90 cents per box, the railroads 
receive annually over $2,000,000 for 
transporting the fruit to eastern con- 
sumers. .Orange-growers receive on an 
average not less than $1 per box, 
which means a yearly return of $2,400,- 
000. If by a higher tariff the grow- 
ers’ profit can be increased 50 per cent., 

;the annual réturns to Southern Cali- 
fornia would be at least $3,600,000. Mr. 
Kernaghan stated that his estimate 
of 8000 carloads as the annual product 
was a’low one. For the coming season 
the crop will be about 13,000 carlonds. 

Mr. Kernaghan then read a _ brief 
statement prepared by F. Q. Story, 
the member from Los Angeles county 
of the Citrus Growers’ Tariff Commit- 
tee. In substance it was as follows: 

The purpose of the committee is to 
send to Washington two practical ener- 
getic orange-growers, qualified to make 
a suitable showing before the Ways 
and Means Committee, and one or 
two ex-members of Congress, whose 
experience. would be. useful in -urging 
upon Senators and Representatives the 
need of protection for the citrus in- 
dustry. Several gentlemen have vyvol- 
untarily offered their services, but the 
committee feels that its representa- 


. tives should be paid for their services 


and expenses, so that they may be 
under the direction of the constituents 
for whom they are to appear. The 
cost of sending three representatives 
will probably be about $4800, as they 
may have to remain in Washington 
eightten weeks. Eastern importers of 
foreign-grown’ oranges are preparing 
to fight any increase in the tariff. It 
is necéssary, therefore, to demonstrate 
California’s’ great need of protection. 
Her people merely wish to be on an 
equality with growers at Mediterran- 
ean ports; These foreign competitors 
pay a freight of 80 cents, where Cali- 
fornia, growers pay 90 cents. Labor 
here commands $1.50 per day, while at 
Mediterranean ports it receives less 
than 30 cents per day. The present 
tariff is 14 cents a box. To success- 
fully meet foreign competition it 
should be 70 cents a box. With such 
protection as this California’s produc- 
tion would increase from 300 to 500 
per cent., and the volume of business 
would be so great that a reduction in 
freight rates would be assured. 

The, committee has issued subscrip- 
tion Mists to defray the expenses of the 
delegation to be sent to Washington. 
Growers will be asked to contribute 
upon the basis of 20 cents per acre and 
one-third of 1 cent per box of the crop 
of 1896. 

After some informal discussion it was 
agreed that a vigorous effort should be 
made by those present to arouse gen- 
eral interest in the undertaking, and to 
procure subscriptions from the orange- 
growers of the city. 

REAL DPSTATE NEWS. 

A small sale on the southwest corner 
of-Pasadena avenue and Grove street 
was effected today by Henry Finck.

Many 
inquiries for desirable investments are 
being made by eastern visitors. 

A HEINOUS CRIME. 

Ai McDonald of Lamanda Park has 
filed a Complaint against James J. Mc- 
Kenna and has caused his arrest, al- 
leging that on March 1, 1896, nearly a 
year ago, McKenna, “‘by false pre- 
tenses and representations,” obtained 
from the complainant the sum of $5.60. 
The complaint recites that McDonald 
bought from McKenna 140 apricot trees 
at 4 cents apiece, and that McKenna, 
“wilfully, unlawfully, feloniously, 
knowingly and designedly,” obtained 
therefor the sum mentioned, represent- 
ing that the trees were budded and of 
the variety known as “Royal apricots.” 

ese representations, it is alleged, 
Were untrue. Inasmuch therefore, as 
the defendant had acted “contrary to 
the form of the statute in such case 
made and provided, and against the 
peace and dignity of the people of the, 
State of California,’’ he was haled into 
court to answer for his heinous offense. 
The case has not yet been tried, and 
meantime McKenna is out upon his 
own recognizance.

REDONDO, Feb. 17.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] There is a fair pros- 
pect that a fish canning plant will 
be established at this port: Persons 
interested in the project have asked an 
experienced eastern fish packer to 
make an estimate of the cost of a plant 
capable of providing for the business 
at the start. He has investigated, and 
according to his figures sucha plant 
may be placed here for about $3000. 
This would include apparatus such as 
seines and other things for catching 
the fish. As the business grows the 
capacity of the plant may be increased. 
The waters off shore here abound in 
sardines, and, in fact, the San Pedro 
cannery is supplied with them to a 
large extent from near here. This line 
of business is said to be such that 
one concern need not injure another 
in close proximity to it. One-half the 
sum estimated to start a cannery here 
has been pledged. When once actually 
Started it would probably take three 
months to finish construction and get 
the plant in actual operation. It is 
believed the establishment could also 
with profit dispose of the great quan- 
tities of surplus yellow-tail and other 
fish caught here during the summer 
months.

LOOKING AFTER CITY MONEY. 

When the First National Bank closed 
its doors two years ago, last Novem- 
ber, it contained several thousand 
dollars of the money belonging to the 
city, placed there for safe-keeping by 
the treasurer, and of this amount half 
is still tied up. Last night the Board 
of Trustees passed a resolution that the 
money in the treasury be counted, it 
is supposed with the intention of de- 
manding that the bondsmen put up 
the necessary amount to cover the 
deficit.

Mr. Raymond had gone to 
Los Angeles about a week ago for 
treatment. For the past several 
months, in fact, ever since the death 
of his wife, in the East, he has been 
gradually growing weaker. His remains 
will be laid to rest in the cemetery in 
this city, Messrs. C. C. Parker and 
“Gibb” Judd having gone to Los An- 
geles on the first train this morn- 
ing to arrange for the funeral services, 
which will be held on Friday at 2 p.m. 
Mrs. Raymond was buried in the Santa 
Ana Cemetry about six months ago, 
Mr. Raymond was the owner of 
Klamath, the wonderful little trotting 
demon known all over the country to 
horsemen as “Eat ’Em Up Cookie.” 

CAUSE FOR COMPLAINT. 

There seems to be just cause for 
complaint for the manner in which 
tramps are treated by some of the 
outlying justices of the peace in dif- 
ferent portions of the country. The 
tramps are arrested and taken before 
the local justices on the charge of 
vagrancy, and,too often are given five 
days in the County Jail. In most in- 
stances this is just what the hobo 
wants, and as soon as his short term 
expires, he goes on to the next town 
where the same dose is repeated. These 
short sentences aré no punishment for 
the tramps, and they each cost the 
county from $6 to $8 every time they 
are sent up. Not infrequently, they 
are brought up a second time by the 
same officers and given brief sentences 
again, at an increased expense to the 
county. The present system that seems 
to have been adopted by some of the 
justices simply furnishes comfortable 
lodging for the Weary Wagegles while 
they are tramping around over the 
country, and the county pays the ex- 
pense. 

THIRTY DAYS AT HARD LABOR. 

Trirty days at hard labor was the 
verdict of Justice of the Peace Hunt- 
ington this afternoon in the examina- 
tion of five large, lusty vagrants who 
were arrested by Marshal Curtice and 
brought down from the creek bed, near 
the Santa Fé Railroad, where they had 
been eating neighbors’ chickens and 
drinking wine, until the residents of 
the community came to town to have 
them arested. The whole gang had only 
been released from the County Jail yes- 
terday, after having served out five 
days on a commitment from Anaheim, 
and they immediately proceeded to 
gorge themesives with chickens and 
wine. When sentence was pronounced 
upon them they objected strenuously, 
but the Marshal hustled them off to 
the jail without giving them much time 
to talk back to the Judge. All five of 
the fellows are over six feet in height, 
and their weight will range from 175 
to 225 pounds. They gave the names of 
William Higgans, James Marsh, John 
Martin, Tom McPherson and John 
Mitchell.

| HOME FOR BOYS. 


New Charity Started by the Good 
Samaritan Mission, 

A notable and most praiseworthy 
charity has just been organized in con- 
nection with the Good Samaritan Mission 
by Dr. Yocum, Mrs. H. A. Ledlie, Rev. 
William C. Stevens and the members 
of the Christian Alliance congregation. 

It is a faith home for worthy home- 
less boys who have been making their 
headquarters at the Good Samaritan 
Mission. Many of them have employ- 
ment at small wages, but have no home 
save that at the mission. Dr. Yokum 
and the Christian Alliance people now 
propose to establish a separate home 
for the boys, send all those to school 
who are not employed, see to their 
spiritual and temporal welfare gener- 
ally, and establish a permanent abid- 
ing place where good influence will be 
thrown around them. 

Quite a collection was taken up at 
the meeting of the Christian Alliance 
yesterday for the purpose, and twenty- 
two worthy boys are already enrolled, 
upon the list. It is to be a faith home’ 
in every sense of the word, and should 
be gladly sustained by the charitable 
citizens of Los Angeles regardless of 
denomination. Capt. Frazier of the 
mission and all connected with it are 
heart and soul in the work, and great 
results for good can be looked for in 
rescuing and encouraging boys from 
discouragement and downward influ- 
ences and in starting them out eventu- 
ally in life to rescue others. For the 
present the boys will remain at the 
mission until a suitable building can 
be found and other arrangenemts made. 
In the mean time the boys not em- 
ployed will attend the day schools, 
while those employed will go to night 
school.
